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TWO COUNTY MEN 
QUESTIONED IN 
SHIRYOCK MURDER, 
EARRING IN AUTO 


Both Are Uncles of Youth 
Previously Detained — 
Piece of Jewelry Iden- 
tified by Parents of 
Girl. 


Two St. Louis county men, 
uncles of a youth previously ques- 
tioned in the murder of Alice Lo- 
rene Shryock, were held for ques- 
tioning at Clayton today after po- 
lice had found an earring belong- 
ing to Alice in an automobile 
owned by the pair at the time of 
the murder. 

Police said they had learned 
that the upholstery was removed 
from the front seat of the car and 
cut to pieces several days after 
the murder, which occurred on the 
night of April 3. New upholstery 
and a seat cover were installed 
and the automobile was then sold 
to a used-car dealer for $150 less 
than its present market price, of- 
ficers said. 

The men, unemployed war vet- 
erans, were arrested last night at 
their home on information ob- 
tained by St. Louis police, which 
led officers to the examination of 
the automobile, at a used car lot 
on Natural Bridge avenue. During 
preliminary questioning one of the 
men admitted he had made a 
“date” with Alice Shryock for the 
night of April 3, but became in- 
toxicated and failed to keep the 
appointment. He asserted he 
reached -his home in Ferguson 
about 12:30 a.m. April 4. 

The earring found in the auto- 
mobile was identified by Mr. and 
Mrs. John E. Shryock, parents of 
Alice, as part of a set of costume 
jewelry belonging to their daugh- 
ter. They did not recall whether 
she had worn the earrings the 
night of the murder. 

The men explained their selling 
the car at a loss was because the 
machine was old and they feared 
a drop in price. Both men served 
overseas and they have been col- 
lecting veterans’ compensation 
since their discharge. 

The arrest was made by De- 
tective Sergeant Andrew White 
and Detective James ers of 
St. Louis, and Deputy’ Bheriff 
Nicholas Burke of Clayton. Chief 
of Detectives Herman Seibels de- 
clined to reveal the source of the 
information leading to the arrest, 

Alice Shryock apparently was 
attacked in a vacant lot near her 
home, where her shoes were 
found, and then taken in an au- 
tomobile to Creve Coeur Memo- 
rial Park, where the body was 
discovered April 6. She had been 
beaten and mutilated, and had 
been shot in the head. County 
authorities have advanced jeal- 
ousy as a motive in the killing. 

The nephew of the men held 
was questioned repeatedly in the 

vestigation by county officers. 
Hée was one of the many young 
acquaintances of Alice frequent- 
ing Overland amusement spots.

Application for abandonment of 
the City Limits-Ferguson street- 
car line and substitution of “ade- 
quate” bus service was filed by 
the Public Service Co. with the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion today. The company also 
asked leave to drop the short 
Florissant car line, a connection 
of the other car line, and provide 
bus service in place of it. 

As the immediate reason for the 
change, the company told the 
regulatory commission that the 
State Highway Commission was 
preparing to build a “clover-leaf” 
arrangement for handling traffic 
at the intersection in Pine Lawn 
of Natural Bridge and Jennings 
road and Kienlen avenue. This 
would be done in connection with 
the widening of Natural Bridge to 
provide a better route to Lambert- 
St. Louis Field. 

By dropping the trolley car 
engeates and substituting busses, 
the company said in its applica- 
tion, it would provide better and 
more rapid service.

Dr. Bush Praises ‘Com- 


mon Sense’ of Plan,

WASHINGTON, April 24 — The 
most significant thing about the 
recent State Department report 
on the international control of 
atomic energy is that it tells how 
to come to grips with “a most 
difficult problem,” Under Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson said 
last night. 

Acheson, chairman of the State 


Department committee of con- 
sultants under whose direction the 
report was .compiled, and Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, leading figure in 
atomic bomb research and mem- 
ber of the committee, gave their 
views in a radio discussion. 


Acheson stressed again the need 
for haste in putting into effect 
some plan of international control 
and urged widespread study of 
the report. 

“The report is not a statement 
of government policy,” Acheson 
said, “It was made public merely 
as a basis for discussion. In a 
way, it is a sort of working pa- 
per. It’s more like the rough 
sketches an architect makes of a 
building before the plan is ac- 
cepted by his client and before 
the thousands of detail drawings 
are made that must be used to 
construct the building.”* 


“Must Start Moving.” 

Asked if the plan could be com- 
pared to a road map showing a 
national highway toward inter- 
national control, Acheson replied: 

“Yes, except this is no vacation 
jaunt. It’s deadly serious and we 
must start moving at once. The 
committee's plan is intended to 
help speed the process by describ- 
ing the hazards along the way 
and the possible means of driving 
around them.” 

Acheson outlined the procedure 
that might be followed, assuming 
the United States arrived at a 
clear and detailed policy of con 
trolling atomic energy along the 
lines of the report. 

The plan, he said, would be re- 
ported to the United National 
Atomic Energy Commission by our 
delegate, Bernard M. Baruch, the 
commission would debate its mer- 
its and consider alternate plans 
that might be suggested. Out of 
these deliberations would emerge 
a. commission proposal which 
would be reported to the General 
Assembly and the Security Council. 

“Finally, the United Nations 
would probably make a recom- 
mendation that its members enter 
into a treaty or a series uf treaties 
binding them to the adopted plan 
of control. It would be up to each 
nation then to decide whether to 
ratify formally such agreements, I 
might add that this process would 
take considerable time. 

“Time Element Important.” 

“This time element is very im- 
portant for two reasons. First, be- 
cause it takes a long while to 
reach agreement, we must begin 
at once; we can’t get rid of sus- 
picion and fear, and we can’t head 
off an international atomic arma- 
ments race unless the United Na- 
tions take definite steps to get 
ahead in their attempts to control 
dangerous uses of atomic energy. 

“Second, the extremely favored 
position with regard to atomic de- 
vices, which the United States en- 
joys at present, is only temporary. 
It will not last. We must use that 
advantage now to promote inter- 
national security and to carry out 
our policy of building a lasting 
peace through international agree- 
ment.” 

Dr. Bush Cites Danger. 

Dr, Bush pointed out that the 
most dangerous aspect of atomic 
fission is the possibility it may 
become the subject of national 
rivalry. He asserted the State De- 
partment plan showed a way to 
avoid harmful rivalries and allow 
nations to develop constructive 
uses of atomic energy. 

With this Acheson agreed. He 
added that the plan “reduces the 
temptation to evasion because 
evasion would be pointless and un- 
profitable.” 

“More than that, by providing 
sovereign states with an oppog- 
tunity to collaborate in a live, 
functioning organization, for a 
specific purpose, it will build up 
mutual confidence and establish 
a pattern of co-operation which 
can be extended to the solution

OSMENA CUTTING DOWN 
EARLY LEAD OF ROXAS 


Manila Vote Puts Latter Out in Front — 
Politician and Son Killed 
in Pampanga. 


MANILA, April 24 (AP)—Man- 
uel Roxas held a lead of more 
than 50,000 over President Sergio 
Osmena for the presidency of the 
Philippines tonight on a tabula- 
tion of unofficial returns, but Os- 
mena was steadily gaining as re- 
turns trickled in from central 
Luzon. 

An Association Press tabulation 
of returns from 1704 precincts out 
of the 14,238 voting in Tuesday’s 
election gave: Roxas—184,141; 
Osmena—132,035. 

Roxas, president of the territo- 
rial Senate, won a majority of 
34,000 votes in Manila. 

No figures were available for 
perennial candidate Hilario Mon- 
cado, 

Osmena’s managers said that 
victory was certain and that he 
would show decisive majorities in 
Pampanga, Cebu and Neuva Ecija 
provinces, 

More than 14,000 precincts voted 
yesterday throughout the islands, 
but war disrupted. communications 
slowed reports. 
One Osmena spokesman said 
the election might be so close 
that the outcome could depend 
on returns from an isolated pro- 
vince like Batanes, between Luzon 
and Formosa. It is so remote that 
it received its registration forms 
a month after the rest of the | 
territory had registered. 


Returns from two heavily popu- 
lated Luzon provinces, Pangasian- 
an and Batangas, bolstered this 
opinion. Rival factions there each 
elected one representative. Panga- 
sianan has the highest registra- 
tion total in the Philippines, ex- 
ceeding even metropolitan Manila. 

At Bacalor in Pampanga prov- 
ince, three masked men shot and 
killed Edilberto Joven, 62-year-old 
president of the Pampanga Demo- 
cratic Alliance, and Ricardo Joven, 
20, his son. Edilberto Joven’s 
brother, Francisco, 55, was wound- 
ed. The Alliance gave strong sup- 


}port to Osmena. 


Osmena’s home island of Cebu, 
his headquarters said, gave him 
better than a two-to-one majority 
in early returns from 11 of 52 dis- 
tricts, rolling up 13,637 for Osmena 
to 6635 for Roxas. 

Gov. Mariano Santo Romano of 
Nueva Ecija, meanwhile  reg- 
istered an official protest with the 
secretary of the interior, charging 
that “a guerrilla organization sup- 
porting Roxas” raided polling 
places in Gapan, Starosa and 
Guimba districts and carried off 
eight ballot boxes which would 
have tallied “heavily for Osmena.” 
He asked a reinforced military 
police detail to prevent violence. 
Roxas remained in hiding in 
fear of what his secretary fsaid 
were reports that an attempt 
would be made to kidnap him.

ATOMIC TEST WILL 
OPEN NEW FIELDS 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
—The “miscajled” atomic bomb is 
really a “nuclear fission bomb, 
having very little to do with 
atoms,” R. Adm. W. 8S. Parsons 
said yesterday. 

Parsons, deputy commander of 
the joint Army-Navy task force 
in charge of technical matters 
for the Pacific tests, made this 
distinction at a press conference 
attended by top military and civil- 
jan scientists. 

The scientists told reporters that 
the Bikini expedition will venture 
into unexplored fields of physics, 
including super-pressures on ship 
hulls and instantaneous conver- 
sion of the sea surface into a 
gigantic steam cloud, 

Parsons said the tests will af- 
ford opportunity for detailed 
studies of temperatures and other 
phenomena never before produced 
on this earth. 

The scientists said that al- 
though the effect of standard 
bombs on ships is well known and 
measured, in an atomic bomb ex- 
plosion a pressure of perhaps 100 
pounds a square inch would be 
produced over the entire surface 
of the ship instead of the purely 
localized nature of a TNT bomb 
explosion. They estimated that to 
produce the same explosive force 
at a distance of 500 feet against 
even one small section of a ship’s 
hull would require 2000 tons of 
TNT. 

In the first test, when a bomb 
is exploded several hundred feet 
above Bikini lagoon, it is expected 
the flash heat will be transmitted 
to only a shallow depth. In the 
second surface or slightly sub- 
surface explosion, said R. Adm. T. 
A. Soldberg, the tranmission of 
heat deep into the lagoon probably 
will blast the water into an im- 
mense cloud of steam, This steam, 
like the bomb cloud itself, prob- 
ably will be highly poisoned with 
radioactivity. 

In discussing production of 
shock waves by the bomb, Par- 
sons said that the B-29 crew 
which dropped the bomb on Na- 
gasaki actually saw such a wave 
as it traveled through the air to- 
ward them—“looking like a big 
soap bubble.” 

Parsons said he felt that one 
thing the studies would accom- 
plish woud be “the removal of the 
bomb from the “myth” category. 
He explained that some of pub- 
lic’s understanding of the bomb 
up to now has been based on “wild 
propaganda, 


Gen. Groves Attacks Spread of 
Alarmist Ideas About Bomb, 

NEW YORK, April 24 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, of- 
ficer in charge of the atomic 
bomb project, yesterday attacked 
what he called the spread of 
alarmist ideas and misrepresen- 
tations of fact concerning the 


atomic bomb. 

“T know of no subject discussed 
s0 much by so many people who 
know so little about it,” Groves 
told a luncheon meeting of the 
Society of the Plastics Industry 
convention. 

Discounting a “tendency to be 
terribly alarmed about the fu- 
ture” as a result of development 
of the bomb, Groves predicted 
people would “live longer and 
more pleasantly than the founders 
of the United States.” 

He referred specifically to a 
recent report of bombs of such 
power that five could destroy all 
of England, saying “I know of 
no such bomb and cannot imagine 
a bomb of the power de&Scribed.” 

He took issue with reports that 
the project no longer is able to 
command the services of “the top- 
ranking people in the country.”

WITNESS ChARGES 
GUERING PLOTTED 
T0 AIL STRASSER 


Attempt by Reichsmar- 
shal to Stop Testimony 
of Gestapo Man Bared 
in Court.

NUERNBERG, April 24 (AP) 
—A former German secret police 
official called Hermann Goering 
a murderer today, producing some 
of the most dramatic moments in 
the marathon war crimes trial of 
leading Nazis. 

The one-time Gestapo officer, 
Hans Bernd von Gisevius, testify- 
ing for former Reichsbank Presi- 
dent Hjalmar Schacht, swore 
that Goering plotted to murder 
Gregor Strasser, an  early-day 
Nazi who quarreled with Hitler, 
and “make it appear like a hunt- 
ing accident.” 

(Strasser was put to death in 
the 1934 “blood purge” along with 
Ernst Roehm. Goering was 
charged by Hitler with carrying 
out the “house cleaning” of the 
Nazi party and the official pretext 
for thee executions was that the 
“old Nazis,” of whom Roehm and 
Strasser were powerful leaders, 
were traitors. 

Gregor Strasser’s brother, Otto 
Strasser, became leader of the 
“Black Front” in Germany oppos- 
ing Hitler and last was reported 
in exile in Canada. 

(The United Press said Goering 
flushed purple, scowled, clenched 
his fists and gritted his teeth. 
Gisevius looked coldly at him and 
said: “I stand ready to help Goer- 
ing refresh hig memory regard- 
ing his Gestapo methods and 
orders for murder.” 

(The witness denied, the U.P. 
reported, that the “blood purge” 
was ordered bécause Ernst Roehm 
had planned an S.A. (Storm 
Troops) putsch. Instead, he said, 
Goering and Heinrich Himmler 
invented the putsch story in order 
to remove Roehm as a rival. After 
Hitler gave the order for the 
purge, Gisevius said, Goering “in- 
creased the scope of his mission 
and many innocent people died.”) 

Goering’s Threat. 

Justice Robert H. Jackson of 
the United States prosecution 
earlier charged that Goering, 
through his lawyer, attempted to 
intimidate the witness by utter- 
ing threats “in this courtroom this 
morning” against Schacht and 
Gisevius. 

Jackson’s charges threw the in- 
ternational military tribunal into 
a half-hour uproar. 

The witness barely had started 
to mention a conversation he had 
overheard between Otto Stahmer, 
attorney for Goering, and Rudolf 
Dix, counsel for Schacht, when 
Stahmer leaped to his feet pro- 
testing. 

He objected to testimony con- 
cerning a “private conversation,” 
but Jackson intervened to say: 

“This incident wag reported to 
me and I think it important that 
the tribunal know of a threat 
against Gisevius made in this 
courtroom this morning—against 
him and the defendant Schacht.” 

Von Blomberg Affair. 

Stahmer then told the court he 
had discussed Gisevius’s impend- 
ing appearance at the trial with 
Goering last night and that Goer- 
ing had told him he was intent 
on keeping out of the testimony 
any reference to the late Field 
Marshal Werner von Blomberg’s 
marriage. 

“Goering said Schacht was ex- 
pected to speak about this thing,” 
Stahmer declared. “He said then 
he would drop any considera- 
tion for Schacht.

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TAFT SAYS BRITISH 


‘Instrument of II] Will,’ 
He Tells Senate — 
Urges $1,250,000,000 
Gift Instead. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
—Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
today the United States is buying 
“50 years of friction” with Great 
Britain by offering a $3,750,000,000 
loan. He suggested instead a $1,- 
250,000,000 gift. | 

Opposing passage of loan au- 
thorization legislation, Taft told 
his colleagues in an address that 
every time the British pay the 
$141,000,000 annual interest on the 
loan “they will groan heavily and 
the press will recall what they 
consider harsh treatment to an 
ally in the war.” 

“It is likely that in many cases 
the interest will be forgiven,” Taft 
said, “and then everyone in the 
United States who doesn’t like the 
British will rise up and denounce 
them for failing to pay interest 
and imposing additional charges 
on the American - people. 

“I feel deeply that this loan is 
an instrument of ill will and not 
of good will.” 

Doubts Its Efficacy. 

Taft said he doubted that the 
loan would produce the expected 
freeing of world trade from cur- 
rency and other restrictions, a 
move the British have promised 


to undertake in return for finan-* 


cial help. He said the Russian 
government does all trading in the 
Soviet Union and in Soviet-domi- 
nated areas of the world, and add- 
ed that England has gone so far 
as to have its government buy all 
cotton. 

“This British loan is only part 
of a policy of lending about $20,- 
000,000,000, during the next three 
or four years,” he _ continued. 
“That policy can only result in in- 
flation, boom, and depression. We 
put $6,000,000,000 into Bretton 
Woods to stabilize the world.” 

Taft said the net value of Brit- 
ish assets in this country is more 
than $3,000,000,000, with about $8,- 
000,000,000 in other British prop- 
erty scattered throughout the 
world, 


“IT cannot see that Great Britain 
faces any tremendous crisis to 
justify the extraordinary treat- 
ment we are asked to give her,”

PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 24 (AP) 
—The monkey wrench the 24-day 
coal strike has thrown into the 
reconversion machine threatens 
more damage than either the steel 
jor automobile strikes. 
| While 400,000 soft coal miners 
remain idle for lack of a contract 
to replace the one that expired 
April 1, more than 60,000 persons 
have been made idle in related in- 
dustries. 

Steel is hardest )‘t by the fuel 
shortage, with steel plants 
throughout the country reporting 
operations at less than 50 per cent 
of capacity and predicting com- 
plete shutdowns if the stoppage 
continues. 

The Iron Age, national metal- 
working paper published in New 
York, said today that more than 
1,000,000 tons of steel ingots, or 
about 700,000 tons of finished steel 
products, will have been lost by 
the end of next week due to the 
mine stopp»srve. The paper said 
this loss, plus that resulting from 
the steel strike, would approxi- 
mate 5,900,000 tons of finished 
steel, the equivalent of all 1939 


shipments to the automotive in- 
dustry. 

Ernest T. Weir, chairman of the 
National Steel Corp., told report- 
ers .n Detroit Monday night that 
antomobile production will halt 
completely within the next few 
weeks unless the strike is settled. 
Only 8,000,00) tons of steel were 
produced in the first quarter ‘of 
this year, Weir said, when volume 
should have been closer to 18,- 
000,000.

Benjamin F. Fairless, head of

HOPE OF COMPROMISE 
ON MANCHURIA RISES 


Chiang Accedes to Red De- 
mand to Postpone Consti- 
tution Convention. 


CHUNGKING, April 24 (AP)— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
postponed today the convocation 
of the National Assembly as the 
Communists had demanded, 
prompting widespread belief here 
that a compromise was near in 
the Manchurian civil war and 
otheral internal problems. 

The assembly had been sched- 
uled to meet May 5 at Nanking 
to consider China’s new constitu- 
tion. The Communists had insist- 
ed on a delay in the constitutional 
‘convention and with the Demo- 
cratic League and other minority 
parties had refused to participate 
until causes of civil strife were 
settled. 

Compromise was in the air. A 
Kuomintang (national party) 
spakesman had said yesterday 
that one was in the talking stage. 
Gen. George C. Marshall, special 
United States envoy, was exert- 
ing pressure on both the General- 
issimo and Gen. Chou En-lai, the 
communist negotiator, for a com- 
promise settlement. 


5 DAYS ON EUROPEAN DIET 
MAKES M. P, FEEL WEAKER 


BRISTOL, England, April 24 
(AP)—After five days on an ex- 
perimental “starvation diet” of 
1000 calories a day, W. F. Vernon, 
a Labor member of Parliament, 
reported today that he felt “defl- 
nitely weaker.” 

He said he would stick to his 
diet, designed to show him how 
hungry Europeans exist, “until I 
feel that my efficiency is im- 
paired.” 

A Bristol doctor said Vernon’s 
diet “is hardly a true comparison 
with starving continental coun- 
tries” because the M. P. “is get- 
ting essential vitamins which are 
lacking in the monotonous diet in 
parts of Europe.” 

He is living on 11 ounces of 
bread, four ounces of skimmed 
milk, one-half ounce each of meat, 
sugar and margarine, and two and 
one-half ounces of green vege- 
tables.

HOOVERINBOMBAY 
IN HIS SURVEY OF 
FOOD SHORTAGES 


Confers on Situation 
There After Talks in 
New Delhi With Gandhi 
and Nehru. 


BOMBAY, April 24 (AP)—Her 
bert Hoover arrived here by plane 
from New Delhi this afternoon and 
immediately conferred with the 
provincial food board on the food 
supply situation in this area. 

At New Delhi, Hoover said it was 
hard to make the world realize 
what famine means “until the peo- 


ple see pictures of bodies in the 
streets.” 


He wound up his 24-hour stay In 
the capital with conferences with 
Mohandas Gandhi and Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru. Nehry saig 
later that he had urged the de 
sirability of an inquiry into the 
greater utilization of Indian prod- 


ucts ‘as one means of meeting the 
increasingly grave food situation. 

India is asking America to pro- 
vide 2,000,000 tons of food by the 
end of June. 

A Government spokesman said, 
“If Mr. Hoover ig able to give 
India 600,000 tons of food in the 
next two months, beyond the 1,- 
400,000 tons allotted by the Com- 
bined Food Board, we will sur- 
vive.” 

Hoover said there was “a tre- 
mendous need for supplies” in In- 
dia but added that the Indian sit- 
uation currently was no worse 
than in other parts of the world 
which he had visited. 

“There are 150,000,000 people in 
Europe who will starve and 75.- 
000,000 who will starve in India if 
supplies are halted,” he said. 
“There is no present famine in 
India, but there will be if supplies 
give out. There is apparently 
enough for May and June, but 
after that the people will have 
nothing.” 


MAC ARTHUR APPROVINGLY = 
COMMENTS ON JAP ELECTION 


TOKYO, April 24 (AP)—Democ- 
racy “demonstrated a healthy for- 
ward advance” in Japan's April 
10 general election, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur said today in accepting 
his headquarters report of resulta. 
He observed that the Japanese re- 
jected extremists and chose middle 
of the road leaders they believed 
would best serve the people. 

“It was Lincoln who said that 
‘the people are wiser than their 
rulers, and the Japanese people 
provide no exception,” the supreme 
commander added. In their vot- 
ing, they turned their backs on 
philosophies which past experience 
has shown mean “regimentation 
of the masses and suppression of 
human liberty,” he said.

Criticizing the “apathetic atti- 
tude” of St. Louisans toward the 
fai.ure of state authorities to re- 
turn a fair share of state taxes 
collected in the city, he said: 

“The niggardly manner in which 
we quibble about small amounts, 


asking, ‘What happened to this $7 
and that $8?’ while we pay tre- 
mendous taxes to the state, of 
which we get practically none 
back, amuses me. We pay about 
40 per cent, or $16,000,000, sales 
tax to the state, of which we do 
not get anywhere near an equal 
share back. The citizens show no 
concern about that. 

“If we are going to pay all this 
money to the state, get no return, 
ad not holler, why holler if we 
are asked to contribute a small 
tax directly to the city, the use of 
all of which we will have? 

“That's one tax (the payroll tax) 
I'd like to see passed, because it 
is one way we can’t be gypped!” 


Outlines Police Needs. 
Earlier in the meeting, Eagle- 
- ton had outlined the need of addi- 
tional funds for the Police Depart- 
ment, which has requested an ap- 
propriation of $6,686,800 for the 
1946-47 year, $998,000 more than 
was rppropriated for the depart- 
ment last year. Approval by the 
city of funds requested by the 
Police Board is mandatory. 

The Police Board contemplates 
approval by the State Legislature 
of salary increases for members 
of the Police Department. It has 
announced its intention of intro- 
ducing a bill to provide the in- 
creases. 

Eagieton’s remarks, which came 
at the end of the two-hour session 
attended by about 250 persons, 
were greeted with applause. They 
followed raising by one or two of 
the spectators of the question of 
the legality of continued collec- 
tion of tolls from Douglas Mac- 
Arthur Bridge. These tolls, orig- 
inally established to retire relief 
bonds, were diverted to the mu- 
nicipal revenue fund two years 
ago to enable granting of salary 
increases to city employes. 

Kaveney on City Salaries. 

Paul J. Kaveney, a member of 
the city’s Civil Service Commis- 
sion, outlined the needs of the city 
for additional revenue, so far as 
providing adequate salaries for 
city employes is concerned. 

“Of the 8000 city employes who 
come under the civil service 
system,” he said, .“4990 do not re- 
ceive $150 a month, 2907 receive 
Jess than $125 a month, and, of 
all of them, 3288 are not paid sal- 
aries to enable them to properly 
maintain families. These would 
be entitled to live in slum clear- 
ance projects, based on the 
amounts of the annual incomes.” 

He asserted that the city last 
year ranked fourteenth among 15 
cities of comparable size, so far 
as salaries paid city employes 
were concerned. 

Pointing out that the salary in- 
creases contemplated by the com- 
mission total $1,511,496 annually, 
Kaveney said: “None of us be- 
lieves in deficit spending, so it’s 
up to the 815,000 people of the city 
to get together and provide the 
necessary funds for continued and 
expanded city services.” 

Need for City Services. 

Aubrey B. Hamilton, Associate 
City Counselor, reviewed the pro- 
posals made by Mayor Kaufmann 
in his message to the Board of 
Aldermen last week. He cited the 
need for additional funds also for 
the institution of municipal collec- 
tion of rubbish and ashes; for the 
establishment of a comprehensive 
rat-control program in the interest 
of the health and welfare of the 
residents of the city, and the im- 
portance of creating a retirement 
system for city employes. 

“We must determine whether 
we are going to retrench or move 
forward,” he said. “The objections 
of non-residenst of the city to the 
proposed payroll tax are easily 
answered. They spend a great por- 
tion of their time in the city, en- 
joy use of our parks and streets, 
benefit from the operation of our 
police and fire departments.

Chinese Prelate to At- 
tend Catholic Educa- 
tional Convention Ses- 
sion Tonight.

Cardinal Thomas Tien of China 
arrived in St. Louis today to pay 
his respects to the memory of 
the late Cardinal Glennon and 
to attend the principal session of 
the National Catholic Educational 
Association convention tonight at 
Kiel Auditorium. 

The short, smiling prelate, now 
touring the United States before 


returning to his see at Tsingtao, 
China, visited the tomb of Cardinal 
Glennon, with whom he was ele- 
vated to the sacred college in 
Rome two months ago. He knelt 
in prayer in All Souls Chapel in 
St. Louis Cathedral, beneath 
which Cardinal Glennon is buried. 

Visits Catholic Schools. 
After celebrating mass at Mount 
Grace Convent, Cardinal Tien vis- 
ited various Catholic educational 
institutions in the St. Louis area, 
including St. Louis University and 
Kenrick Seminary. He expressed 
interest in the schools because of 
the lack of them in his native 
country and pointed out one of 
China’s most pressing needs is 
more schools. 
Speaking through an interpre- 
ter, Cardinal Tien, who speaks 
little English, told reporters he 
was greatly concerned about edu- 
cating the youth of China. 
“They have thrown off the old 
morality and the majority of them 
have no religion,” he said. “If 
Catholic missionaries do not work 
hard and fast, the young people 
may be lost to radicalism and pos- 
sibly even to atheism.” He de- 
clined to comment on the current 
political situation in China. 
Himself a convert to the Cath- 
olic faith, Cardinal Tien appealed 
for aid in establishing more mis- 
sionary schools in the Orient. “I 
know what the people of the St. 
Louis archdiocese have done for 
the missions of China through 
your great Archbishop Glennon,” 
he said. “I hope and pray that 
Catholics here will not forget us 
now that he is gone.” 
Americans, particularly Catho- 
lic missionaries, are in an advan- 
tageous position in China because 
“big face” after the 
United States’ major role in lib- 
erating the country from the Jap- 
anese, he said. He added that 
he was hopeful cordial relations 
between the United States and 
China would continue,

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DONNELLY SIGNS ST. LOUIS 
KEY SLUM CLEARANCE BILL 


Measure Clears Way for Insurance Firms to 
Invest in Rebuilding Program Here and 
in Kansas City. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 24— 
Life insurance companies today 
were in a position to invest funds 
directly in housing projects for 
clearance, reconstruction and re- 
planning blighted areas in St. 

Louis and Kansas City. 

Approval by Gov. Donnelly yes- 
terday afternoon of the key hous- 
ing measure, providing partial tax 
relief for 25 years to life insur- 
ance companies participating in 
urban redevelopment corporations, 
opened the way for such invest- 
ment. The bill carried an emer- 
gency clause which made it effec- 
tive on approval by the Governor. 
Three other bills, broadening the 
scope for investment of life insur- 
ance funds to include urban re- 
development corporations, were 
signed March 26 by the Governor. 

Companies will be afforded bet- 
ter chances to profit from the in- 
vestments under the tax relief fea- 
ture of the key bill. 

For 10 years after a housing 
project is begun by a redevelop- 
ment corporation, tax will be paid 
only on the assessed valuation of 


the land at the time of acquisition. 
There will be no tax on buildings 
or other improvements. In the 
succeeding 15 years the tax will 
be 50 per cent of the true value 
of the land and improvements. The 
corporation thereafter is liable for 
full property tax payments. 


A premium is placed on speedy 
formation of redevelopment corpo- 
rations by a provision enabling 
the companies to enter the urban 
redevelopment field without rein- 
corporating within five years of 
the bill's effective date, or being 
required to form a separate cor- 
poration. 

The bill also empowers redevel- 
opment corporations to exercise 
the right of eminent domain and 
to accept monetary grants or 
loans from the federal govern- 
ment. 

To give occupants of the con- 
structed projects an opportunity 
to benefit from profits of a rede- 
velopment corporation, provision 
is made for all profits in excess 


of 8 per cent a year to be turned | 


back into the project for re- 
duction of rents or payment of | 
taxes deferred.

The prosecution charged that 
Mrs. Krebs Cline died under mys- 
terious circumstances in Dallas 
on Oct. 17, 1944, and was cremated 
under the name of Alice W. Car- 
penter, and that Mrs. Lewis Cline 
died in 1943 in Jacksonville, Fla.

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP)— 
A drastic revamping of the State 
Department's intelligence service 
was disclosed today with the an- 
nouncement that Co]. Alfred Mc- 
Cormack has resigned as chief of 
the intelligence unit. 

In a letter to acting Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, McCormack 


said his resignation was prompted 
by a series of department orders 
which he said provided for “dis- 
mémbering” his office and trans- 
ferring its functions to separate 
research divisions. 

+ He contended these orders con- 
tained provisions which were “un- 
Workable and unsound.” 

_ Col. McCormack listed these 
three specific objections to the 
mew intelligence plan: 

1. Make impossible the estab- 
lishment of “a real intelligence 
unit” within the State Depart- 
ment. 

2. Weaken the State Depart- 
ment as compared to the mili- 
dary components of the national 
intelligence authority created re- 
cently by President Truman. 

3. Prevent the carrying out of 
Jong-range plans for postwar in- 
telligence “which you and I had 
in mind when you asked me to 
come into the department.” 

The resignation of McCormack, 
who was transferred from the War 
Department Sept. 27 to the State 
Department as special) assistant to 
the Secretary of State, came about 
two weeks after the House appro- 
priations committee eliminated 
from the State Department's 1947 
budget the sum of $4,150,136 to 
carry on the intelligence program. 

‘The committee refused to vote 
the funds following a controversy 
between McCormack and _ the 
House military committee. Mili- 
tary committee members declared 
McCormack had brought 15 “pro- 
Soviet sympathizers” from the 
War Department to the State De- 
partment to participate in the in- 
telligence program.

Mrs. Louise Schneider, foster 
mother of 47 children in the days 
when her husband, Police Sgt: 
Joseph Schneider, was a popular 
downtown traffic policeman, is in 
trouble with the city over her 
handling of three children lately 
in her care at 6207 West Park 
avenue, She is to appear before 
Police Judge Joseph B. Catan- 
zaro Tuesday. 

Health Department investiga- 
tors made the complaint which 
caused issuance of an information 
charging the 65-year-old woman 


with operating a boarding home 
for children without a permit. 
They reported that the children 
were whipped frequently with a 
stick, were required to get meals 
and do housework for other 
boarders, and were net kept in 
Clean and tidy condition, 

The children, Diane Rosene, 13 
years old; Sylvia, 10; and Charles, 
8, were placed with Mrs. Schneider 
last September by their mother, 
Mrs. Norine Rosene, 4928A Fink- 
man avenue, She is employed, and 
the children’s father, Alfred Ro- 
sene, is a patient in Veterans’ 
Hospital. Mrs. Schneider received 
$3 a day for care of the three 
children, the health inspectors re- 
ported, 

Sgt. Schneider, known from his 
work at the Twelfth-Locust cor- 
ner as the “model traffic cop,” 
died in 1930. He and his wife, 
without children of their own, 
opened their 6-room bungalow on 
West Park, basement and all, to 
orphans, half-orphans and other 
homeless boys and gifls, until 47 
children were there. Relatives paid 
board for some of the children; 


the Board of Children’s 
lans made allowances for others; 
for some, no compensation was 
paid, The Schneiders legally 
adopted 17 children, 

In 1931 Mrs. Schneider was in 
police court on a charge similar 
to the one now made, and was 
acquitted after a stirring plea in 
her behalf by the late Charles 
M. Hay. He declared that St. 
Louis needed “more women like 
Louise Schneider, who will push 
out the walls of their homes a 
little to welcome a child.” 

The original foster children of 
the Schneiders are now grown, 
and some marriages resulted from 
the early acquaintances formed 
under the genial policeman’s roof.

Was there ever in wartime a 
British Prime Minister like him? 
With him there was none of the 
mysterious remoteness of Chat- 
ham, nor of the frigid loneliness 
of Pitt, nor of the almost feminine 
sensibility of Lloyd George. _— 

There he sat in the Cabinet 
room or in his little dining-room 
in the basement, dressed in his 
blue, zipped overalls, smoking his 
big cigar, mentally more active 
than I had ever known him, physi- 
cally and morally invulnerable, so 
it seemed, to every sling and ar- 
row of good or bad fortune. 


Churcl.ill a Better Listener. 


The overwhelming magnitude of 
his task had made him a better 
listener. : 

Great men are often prone to 
declaim and reluctant to listen. 
Mr. Churchill was so completely 
enthralled in every phase of the 
war that he obviously welcomed 
the chance of hearing any details 
that might bear on the military 
operations. The affairs of the 
Spanish peninsula especially in- 
terested him. He was then weigh- 
ing in his mind a number of dif- 
ferent plans and was not yet ina 
position finally to commit him- 
self. 

When I said goodby to him one 
Monday morning, he seemed to be 
moving towards an African cam- 
paign., 

He was in bed after a late 
night’s work, surrounded by a 
breakfast tray, piles of papers, 
and telephone receivers. 

“Go back to Spain,” were his 
parting words. “The peninsula is 
of great strategic importance. 
The war may sweep over North 
Africa, and one of these days 
you may have to go down to Af- 
rica from Madrid.” 

No Desire for Appeasement. 

It was clear from press reports 
and question time in the House of 
Commons that many people 
thought that I had gone to Spain 
to appease Franco and to support 
his regime. 

Nothing was further from my 
intention. What was more impor- 
tant, nothing was further from 
gove nment policy. Throughout 
my mission there was no diver- 
gence of view between the Gov- 
ernment and myself. The policy 
that I carried out was the policy 
of the whole Government and 
the chiefs of staff and no per- 
sonal idiosyncrasy of the British 
am or. 

I had gone to Spain for one 
purpose, and one purpose only, 
to do what I could to keep Spain 
out of the German camp. i 

As to supporting the Franco 
regime, if I had ever had any 
temptation to look kindly upon 
Falangism—and, in point of 
fact, I had never concealed my 
detestatidn of it—16 months in 
Spain would have completely 
cured me of it. 

No one would have been better 
pleased than myself to see the end 
of its tyranny and injustice. It 
would, however, have been neither 
wise nor possible for us to try to 
overthrow it by direct action, par- 
ticularly at a moment when our 
war effort demanded a quiet pen- 
insula. 

Conference in Portugal. 

My wife and I left England to 
refurn to Spain on Nov. 6, 1941. 
Our first -stop was at Lisbon, 
where I had one of many long 
talks with Dr. Salazar, the Prime 
Minister of Portugal. 

I had met in the past 30 years 
most of the leading statesmen of 
the continent. When I think of 
their various qualities and charac- 
teristics and try to classify them, 
I place Dr. Salazar very high in 
the list of those who left a lasting 
impression upon me. 

Although their political views 
were widely divergent, and the 
one was a Latin Catholic and the 
other a Slav anti-clerical, I would 


compare Salazar for singleness of |: 


purpose and simplicity of life 
with President Masaryk of Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Both were political ascetics, 
concentrated mind and body upon 
the service of their countries. 
Both lived the plainest of lives, 
indifferent and, indeed, hostile to 
any ostentation, luxury or per- 
sonal gain. 

When I visited Dr. Salazar he 
never left a doubt in my mind as 
to his detestation of Hitler and 
all his works. 

What a contrast between my 
talk with this learned and im- 
pressive thinker who seemed 
part professor, part priest, part 
recluse, and with Franco, the 
lucky and complacent staff offi- 
cer whose political education 
seemed to have begun and ended 
with the Spanish Civil War. 

Once back in Madrid, I made it 


+ 


my business to spread the story of 
the British effort that we had 
seen at first hand in England.. 

Serrano Suner, who seemgd for 
the first time to take an oc- 
casional interest in British af- 
fairs, asked me several questions 
about my visit. 

Franco, on the other. hand, 
showed no desire to see me. If a 
man is once convinced that all 
his actions are inspired from 
Heaven, there is no point in ask- 
ing the opinions of anyone on 
earth. 

The rest of 1941 brought us 
many grave anxieties, November 
and December were very dark 
months in Madrid, Within a few 
days of our return we heard on 
Nov. 14 of the sinking of the 
Ark Royal. Then on Dec. 8 came 
the news of the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor. 

The Japanese and Germans in 
Madrid were jubilant. The de- 
st ‘uction of the -.merican fleet, for 
so they described it, seemed to 
them far more important than the 
entry of the United States into 
the war. 


Japanese Intrigue. 


The Japanese minister had al- 
ready made Madrid the European 
center .f the Japanese secret serv- 
ice. His staff was a veritable 
arty, and the funds at his dis- 
posal almost inexhaustible. 


Subsequent events were to show 
that, although he had on his pay- 
roll senior members f the Spanish 
diplomatic service, and one at 
least of Serrano Suner’s official 
entourage, and spent immense 
sums on secret service, his judg- 
ment and information were equal- 
ly bad, 

Serrano Suner ordered the 
staff of his ministry to leave 
cards of congratulutions on the 
Japanese legation the day after 
the outrage. 

Then, threc days later, came the 
staggering news of the loss of 
Prince of Wales and Repulse. My 
old friend Tom Phillips had gone 
down with his ship. Our Eastern 
Empire seemed at the mercy of 
the Japanese, 

The Germans in Madrid were 
daily becoming more truculent. 
The campaign started against the 
Allied missions in Madrid whose 
countries had been occupied by 
the Germans. When the German 
ambassador protested against 
their continued recognition, Ser- 
rano Suner at once withdraw 
their diplomatic privileges and 
subjected their ministers to every 
kind of slight and annoyance, 


Staff Terrorized. 


The heat was then turned upon 
us. Our servants, as we discov- 
ered, were being bribed and 
threatened by mysterious agents 
to make them spy upon us and 
the people who came to see us. 
My wife’s masseuse was arrested 
as she left the house and thrown 
into prison, where, in spite of my 
repeated protests, she was left 
untried for 18 months. 

Goebbels’s “Das Reich,” a paper 
widely circulated and read in Ma- 
drid, was particularly venomous in 
its eitacks on me. The idea was 
evidently to drive me out of 
Spain. 

(“Das Reich” accused Sir Samuel 
‘of using tactics by which Spain 
was to be economically weakened 
and of stirring up religious strife. 
It alleged that “since his arrival 
there has been a remarkable in- 
crease in mysterious explosions in 
Spanish military depots, in rail- 
way accidents.”) 

The Turning-Point. 

I have now reached 1942, the 
turning-point in my mission. The 
African landing was to test the 
accuracy of the reports that I was 
sending to London and the wis- 
dom of the policy that the British 
Government was pursuing in 
Spain. 

Eighteen months of hard ex- 
perience had taught my staff and 
myself many useful lessons, For 
month after month we had been 
forced to fight defensive and of- 
ten delaying actions, Apart from 
official telegrams, our communi- 
cations with London had been 
both slow and precarious with the 
result that we often had to trust 
to our own judgment in meeting 
the hostile situations suddenly 
created by Falange and Nazi at- 
tacks, 

The difficulties of the press de- 
partment were typical of the 
troubles that crowded upon us.

Slightly more than half the book 
was left in semi-completed form 
by Trotsky. The remainder was 
assembled from notes. files and 
literary fragments found in Trot- 
sky’s archives by Malamuth, Trot- 
sky’s own account carried through 
1917. The years of his deep con- 
flict with Stalin have largely been 
reconstructed by Malamuth from 
Trotsky’s notes and files. 

Lenin’s Illness. 

Trotsky alleged that just about 
a year before Lenin died in Janu- 
ary 1924 Stalin mentioned at a 
meeting of the Politburo—inner 
circle of the Communist party cen- 


had been ill for some months 
called him in and asked Stalin to 
provide him with poison. Lenin 
had suffered an attack of ar- 
teriosclerosis on May 26, 1922. 
After improving for some time he 
suffered a second stroke in De- 
cember 1922, and at the time of 
the alleged incident reported by 
Trotsky — February 1923 — physi- 
cians were doubtful of his re- 
covery. 

Trotsky reported that Stalin 
mentioned the poison request to 
the Politburo, “after the departure 
of the secretary.” Present at the 
meeting in addition to Stalin and 
himself were Gregory Zinoviev 
and Lev Kamenev,' Trotsky’s 
brother-in-law. Both these men 
were executed during the famous 
purge. 

“No vote was taken,” Trotsky 
reported, “since this was not a 
formal conference, but we parted 
with the implicit understanding 
that we could not even consider 
sending poison to Lenin.” 

Eleven months after the alleged 
incident Lenin died.

his recovery,” said Trotsky, “or 
whether he resorted to more direct 
means I do not know. But I am 
firmly convinced that Stalin could 
not have waited passively when 
his fate hung by a thread and the 
decision depended on a ,small— 
very small motion of his hand.” 

Trotsky quoted Grigori Besso- 
dovsky, a former Soviet diplomat 
“who had heard various tales in 
second- and third-rate bureau- 
cratic salons,” as his authority 
for Stalin’s alleged part in the 
execution of the Czar and his 
family. 

Bessodovsky quoted Stalin as 
saying: “Under no circumstances 
must the Czar be surrendered to 
the White Guards” and added, 
“these words were tantamount to 
a sentence of death.” Trotsky 
added the cryptic comment: “My 
plan: trial—radio — documents.” 
He didn’t indicate how he pro- 
posed to utilize radio in 1918 at 
a time when not only in Russia 
but throughout the world only a 
few “ham” operators were in 
possession of spark sets. 


Lenin’s Testament, 


Trotsky quoted Lenin’s so-called 
“testament”—a letter of guidance 
to the Communist party, written 
about a year before Lenin’s death 
—as warning to the party against 
Stalin, urging them to pick some- 
one as party secretary “more loyal, 
more courteous and more consid- 
erate to comrades, less capricious.” 
He did not quote Lenin’s comment 
on Trotsky as a leader afflicted 
with “too-far-reaching self-confi- 
dence and a disposition to be too 
much attracted by the purely ad- 
ministrative side of affairs.” Nor 
did he mention Lenin’s warning 
to the party that one of its chief 
threats was a split between Stalin 
and Trotsky. 

Trotsky noted that his chief 
source on Stalin’s early life was 
one Josef Iremashvili whom he 
described as a fellow Georgian and 
childhood acquaintance of Stalin. 
Trotsky said that Iremashvili “be- 
came something in the nature of a 
National Socialist” and that his 
memoirs — upon which Trotsky 
drew liberally—were published in 
German in Berlin about the time 
Adolf Hitler came to powér. 

Conflict With Stalin. 

The period covered in Trotsky’s 
own manuscript ends some 20 
years before the famous Moscow 
purge trials in which Trotsky was 
charged with a general conspir- 
acy against the Soviet regime, into 
which he was alleged to have 
drawn both right-wing and left- 
wing opponents of Stalin and to 
have enlisted the support of Ger- 
many and Japan. 

Trotsky, leader of the left-wing 
opposition to Stalin, noted a par- 
allel between his own tactics and 
those of the Bolsheviks in the 
years preceding the October revo- 
lution of 1917. 

“Bear in. mind,’ he said, “that 
the Bolshevik party (before 1917) 
refused to launch a direct attack 
upon the monarchy and limited it- 
self to... fighting for the sur- 
vival of revolutionary traditions 


and for the preservation of cer- 


kind of obstacle was put in the 
way of our activities. A decree 
was passed prohibiting all propa- 
ganda by foreign agencies. Al- 
though never carried into effect 
against the Germans, it was vig- 
orously enforced against us. 

The press department was fre- 
quently surrounded by police and 
its visitors interrogated, assaulted, 
or imprisoned. Our messengers 
were attacked in the streets, our 
books and papers from the Minis- 
try of Information intercepted and 
confiscated, our correspondence 
with the consulates never de- 
livered. 

Falangists Outwitted. 


The most protracted battle took 
place over a sheet that was 
known as our Bulletin. Under a 
decree, no propaganda was per- 
mitted to be sent to any but a 
limited and approved list of Span- 
ish Ministers and senior officials. 

The fact that Germans turned 
this official list intc a general cir- 
culation that ran into hundreds of 
thousands made no difference to 
the rigid restrictions imposed on 
us. 

We were not, however, to be 
defeated by this flagrant differen- 
tiation. We accordingly drew a 
clear distinction between our 
propaganda and our news. The 
method that we adopted was to 
produce twice daily a Bulletin of 
the B.B.C. news and to circulate 
it widely in Madrid and the prin- 
cipal cities. The demand for the 
sheet wag unlimited. 

Crowds, sometimes embarras- 


singly great, gathered round the 
press department at the hours 
of distribution, The copies, once 
distributed, passed from hand to 
hand, and sold for sums as high 
as 20 pesetas each in the black 
market. 

The result was an effective 
circulation far greater than that 
of any Spanish newspaper, and 
a reading public that at last had 
the opportunity of believing 
what it read. 


The Falange and the Germans 
did their utmost to stop the Bul- 
letin. Serrano Suner declared that 
it was illegal. I replied that as 
it only contained news that had 
already been broadcast by the 
B.B.C. and heard by Spanish lis- 
toners .n Spain, it was not propa- 
ganda in the sense of the decree. 

Serrano Suner Nervous. 
My case was not affected by 
the fact that the Falange, by jam- 
ming our broadcasts and seizing 
radio sets, made it very difficult

Describing his own return 
to Russia at the time of the revo- 
lution and that of Lenin, he did 
not discuss the question of the col- 
laboration of Germany in passing 
the Bolshevik leaders through the 
lines of the Central Powers, 
Discussing Stalin’s early career, 
Trotsky noted a seldom mentioned 
fact—that Stalin became a mem- 
ber of the central committee of 
the Communist party 34 years ago, 
in 1912, at a time when Trotsky 
himself was still one of Lenin's 
most bitter tivals for the support 
of Russia's revolutionary exiles.

He also revealed -that Stalin 
traveled abroad rather extensively 
in connection with Communist af- 
fairs in the decade before World 
War I. Stalin visited Finland, 
Sweden, England, Germany, Aus- 
tro-Hungary and Poland, on one 
occasion residing abroad for some 
months in intimate association 
with Lenin, who characterized him 
“that wonderful Georgian.” 

Another Trotsky recollection 
was that Stalin took a leading role

during the revolution. He ran 
papers in his natiye Georgia and 
he was an early editor and direc- 
tor of Pravda, the Communist 
party organ, before and during the 
revolution in Leningrad. 


Analyzes Tiflis Holdup. 

Trotsky analyzed at consider- 
able length the famous holdup in 
Tiflis on June 12, 1907, of a Cos- 
sack escort which was transport- 
ing 341,000 rubles in state funds. 
It was a daylight attack in the 
main square of the town, in which 
three of the Cossacks were killed 
and some 50 persons wounded. 

The attack occurred at a time 
when Russian revolutionaries 
were bitterly split on the policy 
of robbing state funds to gain 
money with which to finance the 
revolution. Trotsky concluded 
that Lenin had authorized Stalin 
sub rosa to raise funds by this 
means, and that Stalin, probably, 
had planned the Tiflis attack or 
at least played a part in the plan- 
ning, although he personally did 
not appear in Erivan Square that 
morning. 

The attack became a cause 
celebre in Russian revolutionary 
circles. 

Trotsky’s death interrupted 
his biography 10 months before 
Russia—and Stalin—began their 
most grueling test, Hitler’s§ at- 
tack. In almost the final note 
of the collection of Trotskyisms 
which concluded his work he not- 
ed that the Czarist government, 
in its final days, had arrested its 
minister of war. at a moment 
when it “was on the verge of 
collapse.” 

“The Soviet Government,” con- 
cluded Trotsky, “not only arrested 
and executed its actual Minister 
of War, Tukachevsky, but over 
and above that it exterminated 
the entire senior commanding 
staff of the Army, Navy and the 
Air Corps. Aided by accommo- 
dating foreign correspondents in 
Moscow, the Stalin propaganda 
machine has been systematically 
deceiving public opinion the world 
over about the actual state of af- 
fairs in the Soviet Union.

A Lawyer on Courts-Martial 
Mo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I indorse your editorial of last Sun- 
day on the recent sentence of two en- 
listed men to serve prison terms of hard 
labor for assaults and maltreatment of 
soldier-prisoners at the Lichfield deten- 
tion camp while “the officers who or- 
dered this brutality still have not been 
' brought to trial.” 

Assuming that these enlisted men were 
responsible for the aggravated assaults 
on their own American soldiers, they 
received sentences they justly deserve. 
However, I question the practice of con- 
victing and sentencing enlisted per- 
sonnel before their superior officers 
have been tried. Why weren’t the of- 
ficers tried in the same trial, which 
would have been the normal procedure 
in most jurisdictions here in this coun- 
try? Does the Army have a separate 
set of laws or code of procedure for 
enlisted personne! and officer personnel?

From my own experience of’ three 
years of Army life, the word “responsi- 
bility” to the Army is a mystic and elu- 
sive word with many and various con- 
notations. In my particular outfit, 
where officers performed supervisory 
functions only, they assumed credit and 
responsibility for all work performed 
in a satisfactory manner and for all 
work that received commendation from 
euperior officers. But in a few instances 
where human errors were made, some 
that were serious enough to call for an 
investigation, these same officers would 
invariably shift the responsibility to the 
enlisted men who actually performed the 
work under officers’ supervision. 

This is contrary to all legal principles 
as administered by our courts. For ex- 
ample, in any business firm today, the 
rule of agency that would govern the 
relationship of the supervisor and the 
employe is as follows: The principal 
(supervisor) as well as the agent is lia- 
ble for the torts of the agent committed 
within the course of the employment. 

That is, so long as the agent is acting 
within the scope of employment and in 
his master’s business, the principal is 
held even though the agent departs from 
the principal’s instructions. How differ- 
ent the results of the Lichfield case 
would be under these rules that govern 
all English-speaking peoples any lay- 
man ¢an readily understand.

Furthermore, I would like to indorse 
the recommendation that enlisted men 
be represented in the coum. At the pres- 
ent time, an enlisted man on trial is not 
permitted to be adjudged innocent or 
guilty by his own peers, that is, men of 
his own rank. Instead, he is judged by 
a board composed of officers who com- 
prise a distinct class in military life 
with whom the enlisted man is not per- 
mitted to associate. They alone are per- 
mitted to adjudge the fate of the ac- 
cused, 

It is high time that some action 
toward improvement of the present 
courts-martial system be taken. The ac- 
tion of the House Military Affairs sub- 
committee is very commendable, but be- 
lated.

A Threat to the Court 


An unlovely spectacle is under way in Wash- 
ington: an attempt in the legislative branch of 
our Government to elbow the judicial branch 
aside in the execution of its duties, and to beat 
it to the finish line in deciding the disposal of 
invaluable »#«lonal assets. 

The stake in this race is the rich tidelands 
oil deposits, title to which is claimed by the 
Federal Government in a test suit filed by the 
Department of Justice. The suit is pending, and 
the court has just asked the State of California 
to file a “succinct statement” of the arguments 
made at voluminous length in its answer to the 
Government's brief. 

The hot partisans of state ownership of these 
great oil sources—which means partisans of 
private exploitation as against conservation for 
possible defense needs—are not content to wait 
on the orderly functioning of the highest court. 
They have rushed to Congress for passage of a 
bill ceding title to the states, the House has 
passed the measure and the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, by the close vote of 8 to 6, has now 
approved it. 

This campaign in Congress is backed by all the 
artifices of propaganda on the part of the oil 
interests and state officials. Its sponsors have 
not hesitated to use every ounce of political in- 
fluence at their command, as was clearly brought 
out in the recent successful fight against the 
nomination of Edwin S. Pauley, California oil 
man, as Under Secretary of the Navy. 

The Supreme Court’s function is the in- 
terpretation of the laws, and the adjudication of 
claims on the basis of those laws. The present 
frenzied scramble to prevent the court from de- 
ciding the issue is proof that the advocates of 
state control have no confidence in the sound- 
ness of their legal claims. They fear that the 
Supreme Court will decide against them, so they 
rush to Congress, engage in high-pressure lobby- 
ing and deluge newspapers with propaganda 
broadsides, in an effort to push their bill through 


to passage before the tribunal can rule on the case. 
As the fight comes to a showdown on the Sen- 


ate floor, there are two important issues for the 
members to decide before they vote. 

First, shall the rich tidelands be held as a 
Government reserve to conserve the petroleum 
so vital for national defense in time of war? 

Second, shall the legislative branch encroach 
upon the constitutional duties of the judiciary 
by stepping in and deciding a question pending 
in the Supreme Court?

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Itinerary for Three Russians 

It’s a splendid idea for the three visiting Rus- 
sian journalists to make a tour of the United 
States, and there are a number of instructive 
sights they ought to see. : 

First, they should drop in on a session of Cor- 
gress, either house, and hear the Administration 
and the President being roundly denounced, with 
answers in kind, and no downfall of government. 

Then they should visit a state where an elec- 
tion is in progress, with two or more lists of can- 
didates on the ballots. 

They ought to visit a newspaper office, where 
editors, without Government orders on what 
they must and musn’t print, are publishing all 
the news their staffs can find. 

They might call on a Gold Star mother, who 
could speak for millions in telling them that this 
country wants peace and security, and hopes no 
more sons, American or Russian or of other na- 
tionality, will be sacrificed in battle. 

They should listen to thé talk of the people, 
at corner drug stores, on the busses and in their 
homes, and learn that the war-mongers and the 
Russophobes are not really numerous or popu- 
lar people. - .

Then they sent it to the Senate, where the pos- 
sibility of the same kind of coalition action 
looms. 

Then what happened? Well, the dopes and 
the suckers back home, who were supposed to be 
so stupid and so lazy, suddenly behaved like in- 
telligent citizens. Letters and telegrams began 
to pour over Capitol Hill like an April snow- 
storm. And, rare as an April snowstorm in Wash- 
ington, it wasn’t an organized campaign by spe- 
cial groups, but just the spontaneous protest 
of an aroused electorate, faced with the possi- 
bility of buying a loaf of bread with a sack full 
of paper dollars weighing more than the bread. 

Overwhelmingly, the messages urged continu- 
ance of areal OPA, “They don’t go into detail,” 
one Senator whined. But the fakery of trying 
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to pan off the emasculated House bill as an anti- 
inflationary measure was exposed. 

Clearly, if the OPA is broken, as the bill fi- 
nally passes both houses, a lot of bad guessers 
in Congress are going to be broken along with 
it, come election time. ° 
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Election for a New Republic 

A new Republic will rise from yesterday’s 
Philippine election, to stand free on July 4. 
Island elections once had the gaiety of fiestas, 
and less significance, but war wiped out frivolity. 
Now the Filipinos are determined to seize de- 
mocracy and hold it firm, 

Their resolve overrides electioneering fare 
that was inconsequential. Supporters of Presi- 
dent Osmena accused his opponent, Manuel 
Roxas, of being a collaborationist, which he was 
—Roxas served in the Jap puppet government. 
But Osmena refused to prosecute him for it. 
Roxas, in turn, charged that Osmena was too 
aged for office. To prove he was not, Osmena 
made one campaign speech. 

Actually, both men represent wings of the Na- 

tionalist party, which has created a virtual polit- 
ical monopoly for business men and big land- 
holders. But the monopoly may yet be threat- 
ened by the Democratic Alliance, a new political 
force presently supporting Osmena. 
“This movement includes the armed guerrillas 
of the Hukbalahaps, or People’s Anti-Jap Army. 
Roxas calls them bandits and Communists. The 
truth is that they are descendants of the Sakdal- 
istas and earlier peasant groups which fought for 
agrarian reform. Roxas also threatens to sup- 
press them, And that could lead to civil war. 

Unless the new Government steps carefully, 
the oppressively feudal economic structure of 
the Islands, unreformed by America, may threat- 
en the young Republic. Many years ago, a Fili- 
pino General foresaw that threat. “The Ameri- 
cans have too much respect for property rights,” 
he said. “Let the United States get out, and the 
oppressed will soon right things with the bolo.” 

So the bolo, sharper and heavier than Da- 
mocles’s sword, hangs over constitutional proc- 
esses in the Philippines, But it may not fall. It 
is an ancient symbol, not a certain omen, It 
signifies resentment rather than the new res- 
olution which war ground into Filipinos. 

This resolve becamé apparent to Carlos Ro- 
mulo on the Leyte beachhead. In his new book, 
“I Saw the Philippines Rise,” Romulo describes 
a group of guerrillas: “Here, ragged, starved, in- 
domitable, was the foundation of our new de- 
mocracy.” For the first thing these fighters said 
to him was, “As Filipinos, we want the oppor- 
tunity to take part in our own government.” 

That is the opportunity which the Filipinos 
sought at the polls. And as long as the men 
they elect do not betray them, the people are 
more likely to pursue liberty with ballots than 
with bolos. 
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Archeology by Bomb 

Archeologists examining bomb craters in Eu- 
rope and Britain have discovered that many of 
the explosions uncovered important new evi- 
dences of antique life and culture. An American 
bomb landing at Pompeii, for instance, dis- 
closed archaic terra cotta revetments, wuile a 
German bomb landing at Canterbury, England, 
led tu the discovery there of a Roman city built 
around 43 A.D. 

This is fascinating. Even more fascinating, 
however, is the fact that we may all find our- 
selves living in an atomic bomb crater with the 
culture of the Dark Ages around us unless the 
international Atomic Development Authority be- 
comes a reality, and soon.

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Will the Court Stop Nick? 

John P. Nick, ex-convict labor racketeer, is 
succeeding handsomely in his comeback attempt 
after his release from Federal prison. The old 
power tactics were in use again when Nick and 
his henchmen dominated a Stagehands’ Union 
meeting and brought about rejection of a grad- 
uated pay scale proposed by the theaters. It was 
a prolonged tussle, for the factions were closely 
divided, but at length the Nick forces won. It 
was noted that several members refrained from 
voting in the face of the Nick faction’s deter- 
mined stand. 

There now seems to be a good chance for the 
Nick gang to dominate the union’s coming elec- 
tion, and so to place the convicted shakedown 
artist in power again.

What is preventing the court 
from using its powers to keep this chronic trou- 
blemaker from inflicting himself on the union, 
the theaters and the public again?

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Arsenic in the SS Men’s Bread 


Few facts have been disclosed so far about 
the mass poisoning of war prisoners in Germany, 
but American Army authorities say flatly that 
they have uncovered an attempt to kill 15,000 
Nazi SS men at Nuernberg by means of arsenic 
in their bread. While the poisoners are being 
sought, an obvious surmise presents itself. 

Who would want to kill 15,000 of the terror 
police who ran Hitler’s murder camps, tyrannized 
over the conquered countries and helped keep 
the German people in subjection? Some anti- 
Nazi German might want to do so, or some 
“displaced person’—a Pole, Czech, Frenchman 
or Russian. And why? Because the potsoner 
had lost faith in the intention or ability of the 
Allies to punish the SS criminals and destroy 
their organization for all time. 

Such distrust, on the record, may be justified. 
If the Allies do not prove it unjustified by doing 
a thorough job of rooting out the war criminals, 
then more such direct action as arsenic placed 
in bread by victims of Nazi barbarism may be 
expected, :

One of the great, tragic feats in this 
deeply troubled world is the inability of 
peoples, as distinguished from governments, 
to communicate directly with each other. 
Between the United States and Eastern 
Europe, which so desperately ought to know 
and understand each other, the communi- 
cation ends exactly where it is most needed 
at the moment: on the political level. 


The Russian press operates under a con- 
cept as different as our ideologies, if that 
is possible, The press in Russia is an in- 
strument of government. The news serv- 
ices are state-owned and heavily censored, 
so that what the reader gets about what 
his own Government is doing has been 
strained through a netting of ideology. 


Nowhere in Eastern Europe are there 
newspapers in the sense in which the 
American reader understands them. Almost 
all of them are party organs and most of 
them are merely propaganda sheets. There 
is little chance for the reader to get objec- 
tive news of any sort. On the contrary, 
what he has been getting in Eastern Eu- 
rope recently has been heavily slanted 
against the Western powers, 


One-Sided Picture for East 


Brooks Atkinson reported from Moscow, 
during the London meeting of the UN, that 
every newspaper’ in Moscow handled the 
story of the Vishinsky-Bevin debate in ex- 
actly the same way — four columns for 
Vishinsky, one-third of a column for Bev- 
in. We in America know what Churchill 
said, what Stalin said, what Vishinsky said 
and Bevin said, but the 250,000,000 and more 
people in Eastern Europe have a com- 
pletely one-sided picture of the argument 
between Britain and Russia. 


Nor has America come out any better 
in the deal. When we recognized the Tito 
Government, the document of recognition 
contained in addition some unkind words 
about Tito’s methods. That was eliminated 
from all Yugoslav papers. 


That part of the Yugoslav press which 
is free to operate concentrates upon attack- 
ing the American press, playing up Amer- 
ican labor troubles without any explana- 
tion of what they are about,.and printing 
stories and articles critical of American 
foreign policy, Freedom of the press in 
this country is brushed off in Borba, for 
instance, in this why: “Only the wealthy 
own newspapers in America and only capi- 
talists enjoy freedom of the press.” 


Russia Controls Newsprint 


The situation is somewhat better in Ro- 
mania, although two or three months after 
the Groza Government came in all of the 
independent and so-called “historic party” 
press had been suppressed. I understand 
there has been some improvement, but 
newsprint is still a Government monopoly 
dependent upon Russia's supply. 

Romania's neighbor, Bulgaria, benefited 
from a protest made by the American Gov- 
ernment. We protested elections called for 
August of last year on the ground that 
there was no freedom from fear and that 
the opposition had no press and no sanc- 
tion for political activity. The Government 
allowed three opposition papers to come 
into being. 

The Hungarian, Czech and Austrian pa- 
pers may be classed as a good deal freer 
than but quite as nervous as papers in 


their neighboring countries. In fact, Presi- 
dent Marl Renner only recently urged the 
Austrian papers to speak out, with this re- 
assurance, “I assume that the occupying 
powers will not make difficulties for our 
press when things are discussed openly on 
which it is now silent.” 


Greece enjoys the freest press in South- 
eastern Europe, according to all reports. 
The Government has consistently. permit- 
ted the Communists to publish papers. 

Not even in Greece, however, is there 
any free press in the sense that we know 
it. Whether there is any “iron curtain” in 
that part of the world or not, there is cer- 
tainly a blackout of honest news from 
America that should be a matter of serious 
concern to us, 


What Our Government Can Do 


Under the Yalta Declaration, the United 
States Government can continue to insist 
that a condition precedent to recognition 
of the Governent of a conquered or satel- 
lite country is that no election even rela- 
tively free can be held unless freedom is 
granted the opposition to have a press. 


The State Department can, it seems to 
me, become more exercised about the sit- 
uation than it is. It has a good many diplo- 
matic weapons to achieve a quid pro quo 
basis for the freedom of movement of cor- 
respondents, for the exchange of news, 
magazines, books and movies. 


Radio is perhaps the most effective out- 
let America has. To my mind, the Asso- 
ciated Press directors have made a most 
serious and short-sighted mistake in deny- 
ing AP news to the Government for short- 
wave broadcasting. The policy is actually 
harmful to American interests. 


| American News Is Trusted 


It is certainly a fact to which I can tes- 
tify that the peoples of Romania and Bul- 
garia with whom I talked trust American 
news above all other news because they feel 
that we have less selfish interest territorial- 
ly and politically than any other power. 
They do not regard our news broadcasts as 
propaganda; most of them believe them 
more than they do the distorted, slanted 
news of their own governments, 


The publishers of the United States who 
control the Associated Press actually have 
in their hands a vital instrument in mak- 
ing not only our foreign policy but our do- 
mestic policies understood. They do great 
damage as long as they refuse to allow the 
State Department.to broadcast AP news; 
as long as they refuse even to consider an 
arrangement that would meet their objec- 
tions. 

The directors of the Associated Press are 
short-sighted beyond words if they think 
that without the help of the American Gov- 
ernment they can get their news behind 
the curtain; if they think that without 
stimulating the desire for American news 
through the medium of radio they can 
persuade the governments that control 
their press to print more—and truer— 
American news.

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Strong Faith in Democracy 


Stated in Educator’s Book 


“The Clock of History,” by Alvin Johnson. (W. W. 

Norton & Co., New York.) 

“To me liberal democracy affords the 
most favorable seedbed for the development 
of the individual, who is in last analysis 
the source of all values, all true progress.” 
So writes the noted economist, Alvin John- 
son, in the preface to his new book. And, 
he continues, “liberal democracy can en- 
dure under appropriate conditions.” 

What are these conditions? There can 
be no quarreling with the ones which Dr. 
Johnson makes requisite. First of all, there 
is peace. The peace he has in mind is not 
merely the absence of war, but an accept- 
ance of the rights of other peoples ond fer- 
sistent effort to co-operate with them. 

Second, and no less important, is educa- 
tion. For in Dr. Johnson's view, liberal 
democracy, as no other system of govern- 
ment, is dependent on education. But this 
is not simply the forma! schooling of the 
early years. The education he means con- 
tinues throughout active life. It is as much 
the education of adults as it is of youth. 

« « ~ 


Few Americans worked more steadily 
than Dr. Johnson in the years after World 
War I to produce the conditions which he 
sets. Certainly, the New School for Social 
Research, which he helped found in New 
York in 1919 and of which he was director 
until last December, has been a world cen- 
ter of adult education. As such, it has 
been inevitably a force for international un- 
derstanding and co-operation. 

This book is no less satisfying because 
it consists of collected editorials which Dr. 
Johnson has written over a period of 14 
years for the bulletin of his school—“one- 
sided conversations with the students and 
friends” of his institution, as he terms the 
pieces. Many a reader has wished for them 
wider circulation. 

Dr. Johnson does not shy away from re- 
iteration. He is too good an educater to 
be afraid to restate from time to time— 
and too good an editorial writer, These 
pages, therefore, serve the useful purpose 
of “emphasizing the obvious,” as the late 
Justice Brandeis put it. But this man of 
good will writes with such clarity, convic- 
tion and basic common sense that there is 
always aimee in ane prasemnenan, 


Here are a few of the thoughts which are 
developed: that the United States and Rus- 
sia together can insure peace in the world; 
that the British are our kind of people, 
with virtues and vices very similar to our 
own; that racialism is a disease, some of 
whose worst manifestations are to be found 
in the land of the free; that morally labor 
is beginning to realize that its rights, now 
more and more assured, carry responsibil- 
ity; that if ever we have a Fascist revolu- 
tion in America, it will be because our gov- 
ernment of checks and balances checks so 
much and balances so little that we cannot 
get needful things done; that, for all Amer- 
icans have done with libraries, their effec- 
tiveness is only a fraction of what it would 
be if they were not literally starved by 
short-sighted municipal and state policies,

Last year, the national income 
was 161 Dillion dollars. Thirty- 
one billions, or approximately 19 
per cent of that, was spent on 
fooc. That does not seem an ex- 
orbitant proportion of income to 
— on the prime necessity of 
ife. 

But on what kind of food did 
the people spend their money? 

Over most of the globe, the 
staff of life is bread; the over- 
whelming majority of mankind 
lives on cereals and a_ limited 
amount of fats. For lack of these, 
a quarter of the world faces 
famine. 

But of the 31 billions spent for 
food, betwee five and six billions 
went for meat. 


Two Billions for Pop. 


All food figures include non-al- 
coholic beverages. Last year the 
American yeople spent approxi- 
mately two billion dollars for 
soda pop. sy estimate is based 
on a round figure of 18 billion 
bottles averaging 10 cents, plus an 
inestimable amount of beverages 
not included in available figures 
because they contain less sugar 
than these, or sugar substitutes. 

The Americar. people ate, last 
year, over one billion dollars’ 
worth of ice cream; they con- 
sumed three quarters of a billion 
dollars’ worth of coffee—counted 
not on what they spent per cup 
in restaurants, but on actual sales 
of coffee. They ate nearly half a 
billion dollars’ worth of candy. In 
short, within the 31 billions spent 
for food—the 19 per cent of the 
national income—must be counted 
over four billions spent on soft 
drinks, coffee, commercial ice 
cream and candy, or 13 per cent 
of the total cost of their food. 

They also swallowed 7.3 billion 
Aoliars’ worth of alcoholic bev- 
erages, of which by far the largest 
amount was whisky. 

‘In 1939, the American people 
spent 15 billion dollars on food. 
In 1945, they spent 11.5 billions on 
alcohol, soft drinks, ice cream, 
candy and coffee, or more than 70 
pér cent of their total food ex- 
penditures for 1939. 


A Big Rise in Food. 


“Now, it is quite futile to argue 

that the increased expenditures 
for food are due to the increased 
cost of living. 

Food expenditures have gone up 
more than 100 per cent, and the 
cost of food has not risen more 
than 40 per cent—according to 
OPA statistics. Present estimates 
are that in the current year Amer- 
icans will consume nearly 34 bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of food. Amer- 
icans have fits if the price of 
butter goes above ceiling of 57 
tents pere pound, but they buy 
over a billion dollars’ worth of ice 
cream, which retails at from 60 
to 70 cents a quart, the chief and 
only costly ingredient of which is

containing—in the average com- 
‘mercial product—only 1-10 of a 
pound. 

The farmers are not. hi-jacking 
this country. Nineteen per cent of 
our people live on farms, and they 
get 13 per cent of the income and 
work harder than anyone else. 


Costly Food in Demand. 


Americans are not over-spend- 
ng on essential foods, even ac- 
cording to an American standard 
—meat, vegetables, cereals, milk 
and fruits. They are buying in 
disproportionate quantities the 
most expensive foods of all, and in 
large part those foods which are 
least healthfuf in the quantities 
consumed, or contain no nutriment 
to speak of. Americans spent be- 
tween five and six billions last 
year for meat. But they spent 2.7 
billions for tobacco. On tobacco 
and alcoholic beverages, they spent 


almost twice as much as their 
meat bill. 

American women spent last year 
on beauty parlors and cosmetics 
nearly two billion dollars (1.805). 
Americans spent a Dillion and a 
half dollars on movies. Actually, 
the sum total of what they spend 
on movies, cosmetics, beauty treat- 
ments, alcohol, tobacco and soda 
pop is equal to 50 per cent of their 
total food costs, including candy, 
coffee and ice cream. 

Furthermore, it is precisely in 
these categories that they are 
overcharged, The price of cos- 
metics is ridiculous in comparison 
to the cost of production. Why 
an American should pay 60 cents 
for a ticket to see a five-year-old 
film only can be explained by the 
astronomical waste and prepos- 
terous salaries paid by Hollywood 
and passed on to the consumer. 


butter fat, a quart of ice cream 


$7 for a $1.38 Steak. 


There are movie stars who pull 
in four times the salary of the 
President of the United States, 
and writers sitting on payrolls at 
$1000 a week who couldn’t earn a 
third of that in any other form 
of writing. But the people pay. 

Forty-six cents a pound, the 
ceiling price for sirloin steak (try 
to get it) is preposterous com- 
pared with the dollar that mil- 
lions of women will spend for 10 
cents’ worth of face powder. 

And if present ceiling prices are 
to be maintained on meat, what 
about the restaurants which charge 
$7 for $1.38 worth of steak at the 
market ceiling prices? 


The truth is we are an extrava- 
gant people. We want price con- 
trols on essential foods that cost 
more than the price to produce, 
in order that we can blow in our 
cash on stuff which is not good 
for our health, on amusements 
and on “glamour,” which has be- 
come the substitute for attractive- 
ness. The average expenditure in 
this country for “beauty” (not for 
art)—and excluding toilet soap— 
averages $3 a month for every 
female over the age of 14,

In his country retreat in Sussex, 
England, Lord Keynes died. He 
died of exhaustion. For months 
on end, he prepared the ground- 
work for the British loan and for 
the Bretton Woods monetary 
agreement. He traveled back and 
forth between America and Brit- 
ain. Endlessly he argued, ex- 
plained, cajoled, persuaded. Even 
under the strain of almost un- 
bearable fatigue, the brilliance of 
his brilliant mind was undimmed. 


If Keynes had lived 24 hours 
longer, he would have been able 
to read the reports of Senator Ar- 
thur Vandenberg’s speech in the 
Senate. The Senator from Michi- 
gan stood up on the Senate floor 
in all solemnity and urged adop- 
tion of the British loan. 


Loan vs. Trade War. 


While that speech 
some inward doubts, it was a 
forceful declaration of the im- 
perative need for this country to 
make the loan to Britain. The al- 
ternative, as the Senator said sev- 
eral times, is economic warfare. 
And to compete in that economic 
warfare, we would be driven to 
make changes counter to all that 
Americans of Vandenberg’s stamp 
believe in. 

Hearing him make his speech, 
you had a sense, for the moment, 
of the Senate of old. Here was a 
man stating his convictions. Mar- 
shaling his arguments, using an 
effective oratory. More than half 
the Senate was present to listen. 
The crowded galleries also seemed 
to be listening. 


End of an Era. 


Vandenberg was signaling the 
end of an era. We no longer have 
the fifth freedom of the past— 
the freedom to do nothing. We 
can work in co-operation with 
other nations or we can fight it 
out to the bitter end.

The same night, in New York, 


the Earl of Halifax said his fare- 
well as Ambassador to the United 
States. That was farewell to an- 
other era—the war and the close- 
knit co-operation which existed 
during the war. 

In more ways than one, Halifax 
summed up that era. As Ambas- 
sador, he was unfailingly gracious, 
urbane, hard-working. As he 
Pointed out, with no little pride, 
in his address to the Pilgrims of 
the United States, he has visited 
each of the 48 states. 

When Halifax first came to this 
country, the isolationist-interven- 
tionist battle was still raging.

Britain and of Britain’s wnyield- 
ing determination to fight on. 

His efforts in that time of trial 
and uncertainty were not always 
well received. On one occasion, 
his hotel in Detroit was picketed 
by a fanatic isolationist group. As 
he came out, an egg was thrown 
at him. The reply Halifax is re- 
ported to have made should go 
down forever in diplomatic an- 
nals: 

“How fortunate to live in a 
country where you have so much 
food that you can afford to throw 
it at one another.” 

The Japs ended all that by their 
attack at Pearl Harbor. 


Halifax made innumerable 
friends throughout the country. 
He seemed to represent all that 
was strong and proud in the Eng- 
land of an earlier day. In his 
farewell speech was a lament that 
so many Americans still think of 
Britain in the traditional terms 
of colonial empire. 


Rampant Isolationism. 


In spite of the close co-opera- 
tion in the era now ending, there 
is no guarantee that Congress will 
pass the British loan agreement. 
The same rampant isolationism 
which greeted Halifax when he 
first arrived here has been organ- 
ized against the proposal. Vanden- 
berg has said, half jokingly, half 
seriously, that perhaps as high as 
90 per cent of the people in his 
own Michigan are opposed to it. 


In a sense, his speech will be a 
test of his influence in the 
ate. Up to 20 Senators are still 
on the fence. They can decide the 
issue. The probability seems to 
be ‘that, with the aid of Vanden- 
berg, the Senate will approve the 
loan, 


The tougher test will come in 
the House. There, a combination 
of forces may hopelessly cripple 
the loan bill or defeat it outright. 
Another possibility is that the 
House, with a summer recess in 
sight, may never get around to 
acting on the loan proposal, 


“The pre-Pearl Harbor days are 
gone forever,” said Vandenberg in 
his speech, 


If only he could get some of his 
colleagues—on both sides of the 
aisle—to understand that, we 
would have a better chance for 
peace and stability in the world.

NEWSPRINT. SCARCITY 
10 LAST INTO 1947 


Report to Publishers’ Con- 
vention Says Big Demand 
Offsets Rise in Output. 


NEW YORE, April 24 (AP) — 

The American Newspapers Pub- 
lishers’ Association was warned 
today that despite high-level pro- 
duction of newsprint, the demand 
is so great that shortages will 
continue into 1947. 
» The newsprint report asserted 
“the short-range view for United 
States publishers is, any increase 
iz. supply will be minor.” 

The long-range view will be de- 
termined by potential consump- 
tion in the United States, the re- 
port said. Based on the per cap- 
ita use of 62.2 pounds of news- 
print in 1929 and the present 
population, the demand would be 
for 4,342,213 tons annually—412,- 
000 tons more than the peak con- 
suption in 1941. 

Cautioned About Inventories. 

“A demand of anywhere near 
this amount would mean a short- 
age for many years,” the report 
warned. 

“We urge publishers to consider 
carefully the present general labor 
situation, the over-all scarcity of 
newsprint and the shortage of box 
cars, before permitting their in- 
ventofies to get less than the max- 
imum permitted by CPA,” the re- 
port said. 

Output for 1946 was estimated 
at 3,870,000 tons. Imports from 
Scandinavia are not expected be- 
fore 1947. 

Meeting’s Purpose Outlined. 

W. G. Chandler, association 
president, outlined the conven- 
tion’s purpose as follows: 

“The chief purpose of this meet- 
ing of publishers is not to sound 
a clarion note for free expression 
by a free press—the facts on past 
performance speak for themselves. 

“Our function is not to decide 
what newspapers will print, but 
rather to seek ways and means 
for assuring publishers the facili- 
ties for printing that which needs 
to be read. 

“Some publishers present have 
observed the conduct of publica- 
tion in other lands. They have 
seen the publication of news and 
opinion restricted or denied 
through control of vital materials. 
Only in Canada and the U.S.A. 
under war conditions have pub- 
lishers been supplied with an 
amount of newsprint sufficient to 
safeguard the public interest. 
“Bven the free press of Great 
Britain was and still is arbitrarily 
limited to a fraction of the space 
needed to inform a literate de- 
mocracy. 

“Wherever a government con- 
trols the raw materials of ex- 
pression, that is, 
which thoughts are recorded, 
theré can be no sure means of 
free expression. It is the good 
fortune of those of us in North 
America that we have these ma- 
terials.” 

Chandler is president of the 
Scripps-Howard newspapers. 

The A.N.P.A, press communica- 
tions committee reported that the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion’s attitude against newspaper 
ownership of radio stations “is one 
that should have the watchful at- 
tention of publishers.”

adequate funds to meet their mini- 
mum needs, Miss Mary E. Brooks, 
executive secretary of the Mis- 
souri Association for Public Wel- 
fare, said yesterday. 

Speaking at a luncheon of the 
St. Louis chapter of the associa- 
tion at Y.W.C.A., 1411 Locust 
street, Miss Brooks asserted that 
some children were unable to at- 
tend school because of malnutri- 
tion, resulting from the shortage 
of state funds for relief. 

She said the State Social Secur- 
ity Commission could make relief 
payments on a basis of only 55 
per cent of minimum needs for 
bare living expenses. The pro- 
gram must be adequately financed 
as recipients of relief are unem- 
ployables and there are no other 
means for their care and support, 
she asserted. 

Dean Benjamin E. Youngdahl 
of the Washington University 
School of Social Work said relief 
payments in St. Louis were the 
second lowest among large cities 
of the country. He said average 
January payment here was $27 a 
family, compared to $55 in Bos- 
ton, $68 in Buffalo, N.Y., $76 in 
Los Angeles and $64 in New York. 
New Orleans, with an average 
family relief payment of $25, was 
the only city under the St. Louis 
average. 

Asserting the state had reached 
another of “these recurring 
crises,” Youngdahl pointed out 
that the Legislature had repeated- 
ly failed to appropriate sufficient 
funds for the care of persons in- 
eligible for any other type of pub- 
lic aid. 

The State Committee for Ade- 
quate Public Assistance, a special 
committee of the association, is 
conducting a campaign to have 
the Legislature appropriate suffi- 
cient funds to meet general relief 
needs in full during the 1946-47 
biennium. The Social Security 
Commission has requested $8,475,- 
000 for this purpose,

The tendency of the great pow- 
ers to fly apart into two hostile 
camps gains appetite by what it 
feeds on. A division into two mu- 
tually suspicious power blocs is 
already very nearly a fact. 

Thus the only consideration of 
importance to any great power is 
beginning to be the strengthening 
of its security position on the 
Continent and elsewhere. Under 
such circumstances, co-operation 
for peace will become utterly im- 
possible. 

The proposal which the Secre- 


case, is, and must be, “neutral in 
terms of security.” 


This means that it does not im- 
mediately affect the relative great 
power relationships which have 
been established on the Continent 
since the defeat of Germany. Yet 


since the plan calls for the en- 
couragement of any independent 
Europe, functioning more and 
more as a political whole, 
free from domination by any great 
power, it seems unlikely that it 
would please the more aggressive 
of the rulers in the Kremlin. Some 
of them, at least, certainly look 
forward to a Europe which would 
be a political satrapy of the 
USSR. 


Yet in this connection the re- 
marks of Owen Lattimore bear 
repeating: “The usual discussion 
of Russia begins and ends with 
speculation what Russia is going 
to do. ... The question is not 
what Russia is going to do, but 
what we are going to do.” This 
plan at least represents a con- 
structive American effort. 


In short, the United States, 
which after all remains the most 
powerful nation in the world, 
must one day cease to act the 
part of a nervous policeman, and 
should itself take the initiative. 
Only thus shall we know whether 
the world is moving towards 


peace or towards war, and be able 
to plan accordingly.

for any Spaniard’ to hear our 
transmissions. 

Serrano Suner who seemed 
nervous of going to the length of 
prohibition, continued to demand 
the Bulletin’s suppression. But we 
continued to argue for month 
after month and year after year 
and, while we argued, we main- 
tained the Bulletin and quad- 
rupled its circulation. 

By these means and in the face 
of innumerable obstacles we suc- 
ceeded in keeping the Spaniards 
informed of what was happening 
in the war. With the spread of 
news, the will to resist a German 
invasion increased, and with the 
people's will to resist increased 
also Franco’s reluctance to risk an 
unpopular war. 

Under the influence of German 
successes, the Spanish Govern- 
ment seemed to be moving from 
non-belligerency into the _  pre- 
belligerency that had been Musso- 
lini’s last stage before entering 
the war against us. 

Serrano Suner’s star was at 
the zenith, and Franco was re- 
peating to everyone whom he 
saw that the Allies had lost the 
war. As evidence of this danger- 
ous drift, the Spanish Blue Divi- 
sion was already on the Russian 
front. 

I did my best to convince Ser- 
rano Suner of the inevitable com- 
plications and dangers that would 
be created by a’ Spanish unit 
fighting against an Allied army. 
But he and Franco would not 
listen to any of my warnings. 
Franco fell back upon the asser- 
tion that there were now two 
wars, and that it was safe and

legitimate for Spain to take part 
in the crusade against Russia 
without being embroiled in hostili- 
ties with the Western Allies. 

Serrano Suner, who was un- 
doubtedly contemplating war 
with the Allies on the western 
as well as on the eastern front, 
did not trouble himself with 
such casuistical distinctions, He 
regarded the Blue Division as 
his child, whose growth he in- 
tended to foster in every possi- 
ble way. 

It looked, however, at first as 
if the child’s growth would. be 
stunted. The volunteers to whom 
the appeal of a crusade against 
Bolshevism had been made were 
not forthcoming. Most Spaniards 
had already had enough of fight- 
ing in the civil war. 

Reluctant Volunteers. 

Serrano Suner, however, being a 
totalitarian Minister, was not to 
be deterred by the personal in- 
clinations of individual Spaniards. 
Army orders were, therefore, is- 
sued under which whole batches 
of serving troops were transferred 
to the division without the men 
concerned having any effective 
choice in the matter. 

Members of the Falange, some 
of them voluntarily — more, how- 
ever, under ordcrs — also joined 
the unit. 

The only section of genuine 
volunteers was a limited number 
of young men in search of adven- 
ture, who had grown up during 
the civil war and never settled 
down into normal life. ‘ 

The combined result was an ar- 
my unit of about 17,000 men and 
an air detachment of two or three 
flights. 

The report circulated in the Al- 


Ee ee 


lied press that the division was 
composed of criminals from the 
prisons was not accurate, nor was 
it true to suggest that the men 
fought badly when they reached 
the front. The division undoubted- 
ly had a miserable time. Isolated 
-On a remote section of the north- 
ern front, neglected by the Ger- 
mans, and badly equipped in spite 
of German promises, its strength 
swiftly diminished. The men’s 
families were given no news, even 
of casualties. 


Labor Draft. 

It was also part of Serrano Su- 
ner’s policy to send large numbers 
of Spanish workmen to Germany. 
Ir theory, the recruitment of 
Spanish labor was to be voluntary. 
In practice, employers and work- 
ers were left no choice. 

Officials from the Falange Min- 
istry of Labor drew up lists of 
the men whom they wanted from 
a particular firm or industry, and 
the men were sent off to Ger- 
many regardless of their value to 
the economic life of Spain. 

The Blue Nivision and the labor 
levy were unmistakable evidence 
of Serrano Suner’s power and of 


Franco’s move towards what he 
believed to be the winning side. 

On Feb. 14, the Generalissimo 
left no one in doubt as to his 
wish for an Axis victory. Speak- 
ing in the Alcazar in Seville to 
a large meeting of Army of- 
ficers, he declared that “for 20 
years Germany had been the de- 
fender of European civilization.” 

“If the road to Berlin were 
opened,” he continued, “then 
not merely would one division 
of Spaniards participate in the 


struggle, but 1,000,000 Spaniards 


would be offered to help.” 

This pledge, though not pub- 
lished in Germany, was circulat- 
ed through Spain with all the 
publicity: at the disposal of a 
totalitarian press and radio. 
Even it Franco's tortuous mind 
was now éonvinced of a German 
victory, it was not in his. nature 
to move off irrevocably on‘a clear 
line of advance. [I marked the 
same characteristic in his nature 
upon the occasion of every great 
crisis during my mission. 

Within a few moments of set- 
ting his boats alight, he would be 
fetching water-for putting out the 
fire. 

Franco Loses Spotlight. 


I would guess that, in this case, 
further consideration made him 
realize that the fire was not so 
much of his making as Serrano 
Suner’s. It was his brother-in- 
law who had stirred up the fire 
in recent weeks and thrown into 
the blaze the Blue Division and 
the labor levy. It was his brother- 
in-law who was monopolizing the 
public interest by his melodramasé- 
ic visits to the Axis capitals and 
his blatant advertisement of his 
own doings in Spain. 

Fuehrers, Duces and Caudillos 
do not like being pushed off tHe 
front of the stage. In the early 
weeks of 1942 Serrano Suner was 
keeping the spotlight on his own 
steps while Franco was left in 
the dim obscurity of the wings. 

The result was that many 
Spaniards were beginning to be- 
lieve that it was the brother-in- 
law who governed and Franco 
who reigned as a roi faineant. 


Be this as it may, there could § * AN TORES 
clearly be traced from the middle SLO s 


of February until the end of the 
summer a gradual process under 
which Franco succeeded in 
pushing Serrano Suner into the 
background and in creating the 
general feeling that his brother- 
in-law's days were numbered. 
Spotlight Regained. 

Here, again, he was acting true 
to type. Events were following 
their usual course, If he wished to 
rid himself of a minister or a 
general, he woyld always proceed 
with the wtmost caution and de- 
liberation. 

First, he would try the world of 
rumor with the story that his in- 
tended victim had already re- 
signed. Next, he would wait weeks 
or months watching the effect of 
the rumor, If the way then seemed 
clear, a few lines would appear 
in the press that the individual 
had vacated his office. By this 
gradual and circumspect method 
he was able to eliminate poten- 
tial rivals and enemies without 
creating an embarrassing crisis. 

It was evident during the first 
half of 1942 that this was the 
plan he had adopted for dealing 
with his brother-in-law. Madrid 
was filled with rumors that Ser- 
rano Suner had already been dis- 
missed, 

From February onwards it was 
Franco and not Serrano Suner 
who took the front of the stage,

Durocher Denies 


NEW YORK, April 24.(UP) — 
Manager Leo Durocher of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, testified today 
that he did not once strike John 
Christian during a fracas at Eb- 
bets lLield last June 9. 


Appearing in his own defense 
at Kings County Court, where he 
is being tried on charges of sec- 
ond-degree assault, Durocher told 
the jhry that he had strong- 
ly criticized Christian for 
his conduct at the ball park but 
had not injured him. 

Durocher, along with Special 
Patrolman Joseph Moore, is 
charged with fracturing Chris- 
tian’s jaw- Leo described the in- 
cidents which led up to the dis- 
pute which took place under the 
Ebbets Field’s stands where Chris- 
tian, a strapping, blond ex-soldier, 
declares Durocher and Moore 
assaulted him. The defendant said 
his attention had been attracted 
by Christian’s loud voice, “rid- 
ing” the.

“On the night of June 9, he 
directed his remarks to Bill Hart, 
who was then our third baseman,” 
Durocher continued. The Dodger 
manager said that Christian’s razz- 
ing made Hart so nervous and 
angry that the third baseman was 
cursing when he returned from 
the field, 

Then, he said, the “voice” be 
gan to razz Curt Davis, who was 
pitching for Brooklyn against 
Philadelphia.

Durocher told the court 
that time I had ordered the hit 
and run play.

The prewar volume of interna- 
tional trade must be doubled if 
widespread unemployment is to 
be averted, John Abbink of New | 
York, chairman of the National 
Foreign Trade Council, said last 
night. 

He spoke at Hotel Statler before 
275 representatives of St. Louis 
firms engaged in foreign trade 
and their guests at the first Pan 
American Week dinner. The meet- 
ing was sponsored by the St. Louis 
Regional Inter-American Center, 
the Pan American Society, the 
Foreign Trade Bureau of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Export Managers’ Club of St. 
Louis, 

At the conclusion of his talk, 
Abbink outlined three proposals 
to encourage multilateral trade, 
create world stability and rehabil- 
itate war-stricken areas. 

Pending the settlement of politi- 
cal issues in formal negotiations 
with the other allies, the United 
states should sign commercial 
treaties with each of its former 
enemies, and the states they dom- 
inated, he urged. This would ac- 
celerate the restoration of wealth 
expended in the war, eliminate 
and prevent hunger, and provide 
a greater degree of employment 
in devastated countries, he said. 

The second step to world peace 
and economic abundance is the 
epeedy settlement of lend-lease 
commitments and economic colla- 
boration with, and the extension 
of credits to, nations on a realis-

political considerations as a yard- 
stick. Other solvent nations would 
follow our example, he said, citing 
the loans already made to Great 
Britain by Canada and Argentina. 

Thirdy, government and busi- 
mess alike must realize the neces- 
sity of developing overseas mar- 
kets on a long-time basis, he said. 

In analyzing Latin American 
markets, Abbink pointed out that 
United States influence in South 
America had deteriorated to a 
great extent since the end of the 
war because of the injurious ef- 
fect the reduction of imports from 
Latin American countries to a 
peacetime level has had on their 
economies. 

However, Latin American na- 
tions are in an _ exceptionally 
favorable trade position because 
Allied purchases during the ‘war 
enabled them to accumulate large 
foreign exchange balances.

N the last few days, two things 

have been brought to my atten- 

tion. One is an effort to so- 
licit contributions to aid the 
30,000 orphaned and homeless 
children of Belgium. Chaplain 
Edouard Froidurf of the Belgian 
Army and Louis Sheid, both of 
whom spent some time in the 
Dachau concentration camp, are 
administering this program. 

The citizens of the United 
States are being asked to con- 
tribute to many things at the pres- 
ent time, but orphans in the war- 
torn countries especially appeal to 
our hearts. Also, we are a nation 
made up of people whose back- 
grounds tie them closely to many 
countries in Europe. It is pos- 
sible to raise the funds which are 
asked of us through the people 
who have a special interest be- 
cause their parents or grandpar- 
ents are in the country whose 
children are suffering.

THESE 30,000 ORPHANS will 
have to grow up under the care of 
the Belgian Government, and we 
are asked to contribute $1,000,000 
toward their support. I hope 
there will be found enough peo- 
ple in this country to undertake 
this particular burden. 

There are several other countries 
in Europe which I think are go- 
ing to need our help for a long 
period. France has many people 
in the United States who will 
have a continuing interest in the 
needs of her children and in her 
own restoration as a cultural cen- 
ter for the world. 

Yugoslavia, whose fight against 


Fascism was of great importance 
at a crucial time for the allies, 
perhaps is amongst those nations 
facing the greatest need at pres- 
ent for both food and medical care 
for her children and adult popu- 
lation. 
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I TOLD YOU recently about a 
visit 1 had had from the Polish 
Minister of Labor and Social Wel- 
fare, Jan Stanczyk. He has since 
sent me a little more information 
on the condition of the childgen 
in that country, and I am quoting 
it here: 

“There are in Poland 1,100,000 
orphans and semi-orphans, and 2,- 
400,000 children and youths up to 
18 years of age whose parents are 
in such poverty as to be unable to 
provide for them. These children 
and youths must be partially fed 
and totally clothed by a public 
welfare organization. 

“Furthermore, there are about 
2,100,000 adults who have lost 
their health either in concentration 
camps, while doing forced labor, 
or as a result of difficult caondi- 
tions during the war and occupa- 
tion. Among them are tens of 
thousands of invalids, wounded in 
fighting the Germans in our coun- 
try and abroad, 

“Our population is reduced to 
poverty, and our country is de- 
stroyed to an incredible extent. 
Consequently, we are unable to as- 
sure, solely by our own means, 
care and assistance for the masses 
of people finding themselves in 
extremely difficult circumstances. 

“W eare thus compelled to ap- 
peal to governments of allied na- 
tions and to the conscience of hu- 
manity for aid.”

ITH the prevailing shortage 
W of meat, it is more and more 

important to prepare the 
meat that we do have to taste as 
delicious as possible in order that 
our families may be happy. 
Packing houses report that we are 
faced with the greatest meat 
shortage in the history of the 
packing business. Normally at 
this time of the year we expect 
lamb and veal to be the most 
plentiful meats. Probably’ the 
most available meat will be best 
adapted to the making of fricas- 
sees, stews, meat pies and turn- 
overs. It is fortunate that veal 
takes so kindly to fricasseeing. 
On account of its high percentage 
of connective tissue, it requires 
the moist heat that this method 
of cooking gives it. This treat- 
ment brings out the delicate 
chickeny flavor of veal and it 
also makes it tender like chicken 
too. 

By adding some mushrooms to 
the gravy, both flavor and ap- 
pearance are enhanced, and while 
mushrooms are quite expensive, a 
few go a long way so the added 
price is justified because of the 
contribution they make. When the 
fresh mushrooms are not avail- 
able, the canned ones serve as a 
fine alternate. The browning of 
the veal is one of the essential 
It should be done very 
slowly, and it really takes from 
20 to 25 minutes to do this job as 
it should be done. The process 
should be continued until a rich 
reddish brown color is acquired 
on all the surfaces, but it should 
never reach the dark brown color 
or the gravy may have a slightly 
scorched flavor which is almost 
impossible to counteract with any 
seasoning. 

Veal Fricassee 

One and one-fourth pounds 
boneless veal, cut’ into one inch 
cubes, one-third cup flour, one- 
fourth cup shortening, two tea- 
spoons salt (about), two to two 
and one-half cups of water 
(about), three potatoes, cubes (2 
cups), five carrots, diced (one 
cup), two onions, medium, sliced 
(% cup), one fourth pound mush- 
rooms, sliced. 

Cut veal into serving sized 
pieces. Roll piecés in flour and 
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place in skillet containing hot 
shortening. Sprinkle one tea- 
spoon of the salt over veal and 
brown slowly for 20-25 minutes. 
Add one cup of water and cover 
tightly. Simmer for about one 
hour. Blend the flour left from 
rolling the veal cubes and the re- 
maining water to make a thin 
paste, and stir thoroughly into 
veal in the skillet. Add diced veg- 
etables and cook covered for 15- 
20 minutes or until vegetables are 
done. Serve immediately. Makes 
six servings.

The 
baby has its own separate nervous system, Any pain or mental 
worry or fright which its mother may receive while pregnant, 
cannot be transmitted to the baby’s skin or nervous system. 
There are even entirely separate blood systems for the mother 
and baby. Each has its own heart and blood vessels, The 
baby’s heart, of course, beats almost twice as fast as the 
mother’s, and these heart beats are listened to regularly by 
the physician ac a means of finding if it is alive and in good 
condition, 
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BEFORE BIRTH, babies are quite active. They may have 
hiccoughs and they are even supposed to have formed certain 
habits, such as possibly thumb-sucking, prior to birth. One of 
the theorieg for left-handed versus right-handed children is that 
one arm may be compressed during the last month or two of 
pregnancy and thus the free arm gets more use before birth. 
Therefore, after birth it is the more skillful of the two, Before 
birth it is possible for babies to catch disease which their 
mothers may have, 
can pass right through blood vessel walls even though red cor- 
puscles cannot. For example, if a woman has the measles 
while she is pregnant, it is possible for her baby to have it at 
the same time. In fact, there are cases on record where new- 
born infants have been born with active cases of measles or 
chickenpox, etc,

BIRTH MARKS are skin blemishes, and such blemishes 
ean occur before birth as well as after birth. They are not due 
to fears or to an unsatisfied maternal wish for strawberries or 
cherries, or any such peculiar appetites. 

The baby may acquire an immunity to certain diseases if 
the mother has had those diseases, although much of this im- 
munity has departed after the mfant is 1 year old. As a result, 
we now vaccinate infants to protect them from such diseases 
as smallpox, whooping cough, diphtheria, etc.

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Maugham Writes His Last Novel

NEW YORK, April 24, 


ITTING at a plain writing 
S table four hours a day in his 

two-room suite at the Plaza, 
W. Somerset Maugham, who was 
72 in January, is writing with a 
pen on plain ruled paper what he 
is determined will be his last 
novel. 

The novel, which has not yet 
been titled, is nearly finished and 
will be published in 1948, 51 years 
after Maugham wrote his first 
book and 384 years after “Of 
Human Bondage.” It is a miracle 
story of sixteenth-century Spain. 

When visited yesterday after- 
noon, Mr, Maugham said that he 
is still going strong, but, he said 
and smiled, at long last the end 
is in sight. . 

Since 1897 he has written 21 
novels, 24 plays, 90 short stories, 
six volumes of essays and one 
book of autobiographical wander- 
ings. Now he is getting tired, he 
says. He is getting up a little 
later and going to bed a little 
earlier. The rigid writing schedule 
of 8:30 to 12:30 mornings, which 
he followed for 50 years has be- 
come “from about 9 to about 1.” 

Mr. Maugham is of medium 
height. He stands straight and 
walks with the crisp pace of a 
retired army officer. He has a 
gtay mustache and his temples 
are just beginning to turn white. 
His hair is black, parted in the 
middle, and he combs it straight 
back, 

Next month Mr. Maugham ex- 
pects to return to his home on the 
Riviera, from which in 1940 he 
was driven to the United States 
by the war. Before that he has 
many things to put in order, he 
says. 

Mr, Maugham has presented the 
16 cheap, imitation-leather note- 
books which contain the original 
manuscript of “Of Human Bond- 
age” to the Congressional Library, 
This manuscript, of what many 
critics consider one of the world's 
classics, is valued by dealers at 
nearly $50,000. Mr. Maugham re- 
fused yesterday even to comment 
on why he preferred his most 
valued manuscript to rest in an 
American library rather than a 
British. He said his reasons were

adequate and promised to reveal 
them later. . 


“Then and Now,” a new novel 
by Maugham about an episode in 
the career of the young Machia- 
velli, will be brought out on May 
23 and has already been guaran- 
teed a best seller by being chosen 
as the June selection of the Liter- 
ary Guild. 

r. Maugham differs sharply 
with the critics and public in what 


he considers his ‘best writings. 
“Of Human Bondage,” the story 
of the first thirty years of his 
life, took so long to write and re- 
called so many disagreeable inci- 
dents of his youth, that it is far 
from Maugham’'s favorite, “Cakes 
and Ale” he considers his best 
novel. This dissects two British 
literary figures generally believed 
to be copied after Thomas Hardy 
and Hugh Walpole. 


If he is to be remembered,

which he says he doubts, Mr, 
Maugham thinks it will be be- 
cause of his short stories and 
plays rather than his novels. “Of 
Human Bondage,” which is still a 
big seller, is too long, he thinks, 
for future generations to bother 
to read. No other novel has yet 
received the attention to indicate 
it will live. 
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“The Circle,” which has been 
revived in most of the world in a 
dozen languages since it opened 
in New York with John Drew and 
Mrs. Leslie Carter in 1921, has 
the best chance of enduring, Mr. 
Maugham believes. “Miss Thomp- 
son,” from which the play “Rain” 
came, he considers his best short 
story, although he prefers “The 
Out Station” and “Neil MacAd- 
am,” neither of which is well 
known. 

Somerset Maugham has received 
as much money from writing as 
he has fame, In the last forty 
years he. believes he may have 
made more than three million dol- 
lars. But he resents people who 
imply that he writes only for 
money. For the last thirty-five 
years he says that he has not writ- 
ten one word that he didn’t hon- 
estly want to for the pure pleasure 
of putting the products of his 
imagination on paper. 

One of the questions most often 
asked of Mr. Maugham is: “How 
do you become a great writer?” 
The answer he gives is, “By writ- 
ing.” And then Mr, Maugham goes 
on to outline what he considers 
writing. 

To get the background for the 
one chapter in “the Razor's Edge,” 
in which Larry Darnell tells of his 
adventures in India, Mr. Maug- 
ham passed four months in India, 
visited all the scenes of the novel 
and read forty books on the sub- 
ject before he started writing the 
chapter. Then he rewrote the 
chapter four times. 

As soon as possible Mr. Maug- 
ham hopes to return to India, He 
has pursued all the philosophers 
but is still an agnostic. In the 
wise men and holy men of India 
he believes he may have found an 
answer to the: religious quest out- 
lined for himself in “The Sum- 
ming Up.” He admits the great 
thrill he receives from what he 
calls the “living faith” he has 
geen in India, but fears that the 
religion is too filled with incon- 
sistencies of logic for him to 
adopt it.

about reviewing morbidity of 

heart disease. Morbidity is the 
condition of being diseased or 
morbid and is in direct relation- 
ship with the amount of invalid- 
ism associated with the heart 
disease, 

Again I will quote the eminent 
Dr, Paul] White who says: “Many 
persons with lesser or milder 
heart lesions die of other causes, 
as do even some with serious 
lesions.” 

“It hag been estimated that 
children in the northern states are 
affected more than the children 
in the-southern states. There are 
differences of heart disease both 
in riorbidity and mortality in sex, 
in race and in occupation as well 
as age and climate. The male 
sex suffers much more heart dis- 
ease and more seriously than does 
the female, and the Negro race 
more than the white, and profes- 
sional and business men more 
than hard physical workers. 

As Dr, White says the words 
“heart disease” strike terror 
throughout the world, but, in the 
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majority of cases, needlessly, Pre- 
viously it was thought if the heart 
was affected at all, death must 
come at once. With autopsies 
more commonly practiced it was 
soon learned that serious heart 
lesions with well defined scars 
were noted. Heart disease was 
then acknowledged to be compat- 
able with life. 

But there still remained then, 
in fact until recently, a dread of 
heart disease as something pro 
gressive which carried with it a 
degree of invalidism and shorten- 
ing of life, This has been defi- 
nitely disproved by the modern 
method of examination and treat- 
ment. Now we know that heart 
disease is of different degrees of 
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involvement, non-progressive in 
many instances, tn fact even retro- 
gressive and compatible not only 
with full length of life and in 
many cases with full activilty. 

The vast amount of cardiac fear 
prevalent now is caused largely 
by an ill-judged and exaggerated 
publicity about the dangers of 
heart disease. This accounts for 
many persons with heart disease 
having an unwarranted fear of 
their condition and for the many 
persons without heart disease 
afraid they have it because of 
some discomfort that they wrong- 
ly ascribe to heart disease. News 
of some friend or relative who 
died with heart disease increases 
this fear. 

With this in mind it would 
simplify matters to consult some 
competent heart specialist and 
have him prove or disprove your 
fears and allow him to establish 
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a common-sense point of view of 
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advances in our knowledge about 
this all important organ.

N a recent team-of-four match 
|: swing of 730 points on a single 

board determined the victory. 
Each team had arrived at the 
same contract, and the opening 
lead was also the same. The swing 
was created by a simple defensive 
play. 

South, dealer. 

North-South vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
South Weat 
Lneotrump Pass 
3 notrump Pass 


The West player at each table 
opened the six of spades. At one 
table East played the ace and fol- 
lowed up with the jack of spades. 
South held off and won the third 
spade trick. Since West never got 
in to run his spades, this declarer 
had no trouble in winning 10 
tricks. 

At the other table the contract 
was defeated. The Rule of Eleven 
told East that declarer had only 
one card higher than the spade 
six. While it was true that East- 
West could run the entire spade 
suit if that card was anything but 
the king, East saw no reason to 
give declarer a chance to. block 
the spade suit if he did happen 
to have.the king. East, therefore, 
played the jack of spades without 
hesitation. 


South could hardly refuse to win 
the trick, since he could not tell 
which player had the ace of 
spades. To concede to East's jack 
might not only mean losing the 
king as a trick, but might also 
mean that, on a spade return, the 
entire suit would be run off. Thus, 
although the holdup of the king 
for two rounds would have insured 
the contract, this South could not 
be blamed for taking the trick. 

Nine tricks could not be run 
without agin | the club suit, and 
on the first club lead East hopped 
up with the ace and returned the 
ace and four of spades, thus en- 
abling West to run his suit. 
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
